Voting to save the local economy

Oddly enough, I’m nervous about 
everything except the Big One. 

It’s hard to imagine how John 
McCain could win the presidency at 
this point. Even the Republicans are 
privately saying it’s probably too late. 
The only thing that could change 
the outcome (other than some bizarre 
action from the always-cool, always- 
controlled Barack Obama) would be 
wholesale voter fraud and intimida¬ 
tion — and I have to trust that this 
time around, the Democratic Party 
is watching a little closer than it did 
in 2000. 

But California and San Francisco 
are another story altogether. 

I have been telling people for 
months that the battle over same-sex 
marriage was over. Nobody under 30 
cares if men marry men or women 
marry women, and young people are 
going to vote in record numbers this 
fall. Most of the rest of the popula¬ 
tion has better things to worry about 
(like jobs and rent and grocery bills) 
right now. Compared to 1978, when 
Sup. Harvey Milk helped fight the 
Briggs Initiative, which would have 
banned gay people from teaching in 
public schools, the cultural shift in 
America has been dramatic. Even 
back then, we won. 

But $25 million from religious 
nuts has had an impact. Proposition 
8 is too close. And here in San 
Francisco, several hundred thousand 
dollars from landlords and downtown 
has made the supervisorial elections 
far too close. More than $10 million 
from Pacific Gas and Electric Co. has 
made Proposition H too close. The 
landlords are even spending money to 
defeat Proposition B, the affordable 
housing measure. 

So even if Obama wins San 
Francisco by 75 percent and 
California by 15 percent, every single 
vote in this city will count, dramati¬ 
cally, on state and local issues. The 
lines will be long, the ballot will be 
five pages, but go to the polls, bring 
your friends, tell your coworkers and 
family ... get out the votes, locally. 
Vote for Obama, then turn the 
page — and don’t stop until you’re 
done, sfbg 


EDITORIAL On Oct. 21, a string 
of economists and advisors from 
the Newsom administration, the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Convention and Visitors Bureau 
appeared before the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors to present a 
picture of the local economy that was 
stunning in its lack of reality. 

The experts talked about how 
San Francisco isn’t really hurting that 
much right now. They said the down¬ 
turn would hit eventually, but that 
housing and jobs are still relatively 
strong here. And what we need to do 
to boost the economy, the mayor and 
his experts said, is to promote down¬ 
town business, cut fees — and further 
reduce the city budget. 

Cut taxes? Cut spending? Boost 
big business? That sounds a lot like 
the economic prescriptions we’ve been 
hearing from the right wing of the 
Republican Party for decades. And it 
hasn’t exactly worked out well. 

In fact, for many San Franciscans, 
the recession is already here — and 
is deep and painful. Small businesses 
are struggling. People are losing jobs 
and finding it hard to pay the rent. 


Fike Washington, DC, San Francisco 
needs to be taking this seriously 

— but what we’ve seen from Mayor 
Gavin Newsom is a bunch of hot air. 
The mayor wants to accelerate capital 
spending. Fine. But he’s counting 

on projects like rebuilding Airport 
Terminal Two that rely on bond sales 

— and this isn’t a great time to be 
selling bonds — and that create jobs 
mostly for big out-of-town construc¬ 
tion firms. And he wants to cut 
fees on business — which has never 
proven to be an economic stimulus, 
but would require deeper cuts in city 
programs and layoffs of city staff¬ 
ers. The worst thing you can do in a 
recession is cut public jobs. 

At the Oct. 21 hearing, the 
supervisors were a bit dubious. “We 
need to be straightforward and real,” 
said Board President Aaron Peskin. 
“Not half-baked schemes and empty 
promises.” But if Newsom and his 
downtown and landlord allies get 
their way, the board that takes office 
in January could be very different. 

The progressives who have held 
the line on cuts, pushed for higher 
taxes on the wealthy, and promoted 


measures that will actually help the 
economy could wind up in the minor¬ 
ity. And we could see a dramatic shift 
to the right in economic policy. 

The November election is critical 
— and the top of the ticket isn’t the 
only vote that matters. Preserving 
the progressive majority on the board 
and passing the key ballot measures 
will take the city a long way toward 
avoiding the worst of what could be a 
catastrophic economic downturn. 

Fet’s look at the ballot from that 
perspective: 

• Proposition H would inject mil¬ 
lions into the economy. San Francisco 
residents and businesses pay some of 
the highest electric rates in the coun¬ 
try, and money that goes to Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. is sucked right 
out of town and invested elsewhere. 
Since electricity is a necessity, cut¬ 
ting electric rates would instantly 
inject cash into the economy. In fact, 
a 2002 study by Hofstra University 
economist Irwin Kellner showed that 
public power expanded the economy 
of Fong Island, by $10 billion over 
the first four years after that region

OPINION Why would a Christian 
minister support Proposition K, the 
November ballot initiative that would 
decriminalize prostitution in San 
Francisco? 

There are many reasons. Prop. K 
would allow sex workers to organize 
for their rights and safety. It would 
enable them to report abuse in the 
industry without fear of prosecution. 

It would improve their chances of 
maintaining their health by lessen¬ 
ing the stigma that prevents many 
from seeking the health care services 
they need. And it would do all this 
while still allowing law enforcement 
officials to investigate and prosecute 
human traffickers. 

I also feel a kindred spirit with 
prostitutes. Like me, they are a 
stigmatized sexual minority in our 
culture. They, too, suffer due to ste¬ 
reotypes and prejudice because of who 
they are. As a lesbian, I know only too 
well what it is like to live in a world 
that is dangerous for me because of 
hatred and discrimination. 

But there is another reason I sup¬ 
port this measure. Prop. K has my 
vote because I believe that we who 
are created in the image of the Divine 
are both spiritual and sexual beings, 
and we need ample opportunities to 
nurture both parts of ourselves to be 
whole. 

In the Bay Area we are fortunate 
to have access to a full range of spiri¬ 
tual practices and traditions. Whether 
we worship in a synagogue, mosque, 
church, temple, or at the altar of 
the Goddess, we have a plethora of 
opportunities for spiritual exploration 
and growth. Why shouldn’t the same 
range of offerings be available for the 
sexual aspects of our lives as well? 

Human sexuality is an incredibly 
complex and wondrous thing. Some of 
us are able to find sexual satisfaction 
in long-term relationships. But limit¬ 
ing everyone to such a narrow path 
for sexual expression is like saying we 
all must be Christians to find God.

got rid of its private electric utility. 

Based on his methodology and 
calculations, we estimated in 2002 
that PG&E cost the local economy 
$620 million over the previous two 
years (see “The $620 million shake- 
down,” 10/4/02). Updating those 
figures today shows a dramatic 
impact: In the past decade, PG&E 
rate hikes have taken 1.015 billion 
out of the local economy. And if, as 
we have estimated, a public power 
agency could cut rates by 15 percent, 
that would inject $477 million a year 
into the local economy (see sfbg.com 
for a detailed calculation). That’s a lot 
more money than the city would see 
from any of Newsom’s proposals. 

• Proposition B would create 
thousands of new jobs. Building a 
new terminal at the airport attracts 
big national construction compa¬ 
nies. Affordable housing in a much 
more home-grown operation. The 
nonprofits that build below-market 
housing in San Francisco hire local 
construction workers, at union scale; 
that money stays in the economy. 
Affordable housing also helps sta¬ 
bilize and upgrade neighborhoods, 
adding small business and cultural 
institutions that create more jobs 
and economic impact. “It’s a monster 
source of jobs,” Rene Cazenave, who 
is working on the Yes on B campaign, 
told us. In fact, Prop. B alone would 
create a lot more jobs than the may¬ 
or’s entire economic stimulus plan. 

• Propositions N, 0 and Q would 
save jobs. As the city’s budget deficit 
continues to grow, Newsom is talking 
about cutting more services — and 
that means cutting public sector jobs. 
Many of those workers live in San 
Francisco; eliminating jobs hurts the 
local economy. Prop. O would pre¬ 
vent the city from losing $80 million 
in tax revenue every year; Props. N 
and (Vwould bring in millions more. 
That would save jobs and help stave 
off a deeper recession. 

• Preserving an independent board 
will keep Newsom's worst economic 
policies in check. If supervisorial candi¬ 
dates Sue Lee, Joe Alioto, and Ahsha 
Safai win in Districts 1, 3 and 11, 
Newsom will have a loyal majority 
— and the city’s economy will be in 
trouble. The mayor of San Francisco 
is a Democrat, but his economic 
policies are much closer to what John 
McCain is proposing — and they 
won’t work. San Francisco needs a 
strong independent board to keep 
asking the tough questions and 
demanding alternatives. It’s critical to 
elect Eric Mar, David Chiu, and John 
Avalos in those swing districts. 

There’s so much at stake in this 
election. Vote early, vote often, and 
vote all the way to the bottom of

Proposition K on the San Francisco 
ballot would decriminalize prostitu¬ 
tion. If Prop. K, passes it would: stop 
racial profiling, stop the police from 
enforcing laws against prostitution, 
end the funding for programs to 
enforce laws against prostitution, and 
require the police to enforce existing 
criminal laws that prohibit violent 
crimes, regardless of victims’ sex work 
status. A yes vote on Prop. K will 
give back some of the basic human 
rights as well as constitutional rights 
of people who choose to work in the 
prostitution industry. 

The human right to work to sup¬ 
port one’s self or family is stolen from 
sex workers when they are arrested for 
prostitution. If prostitution or other 
forms of sex work are a person’s cho¬ 
sen or necessary means of livelihood, 
then it is their right to choose this line 
of work. If people are arrested for such 
work, the record of that offense stays 
on their records for life.

to take over City Hall

It’s not the invisible hand of Adam 
Smith tossing hate mail on your 
doorstep this fall like ugly confetti. It 
isn’t a distinct and independent group 
of candidates and civic organizations 
that just happen to be saying the 
same things, either. There is a care¬ 
fully orchestrated campaign going 
on to undermine the progressive 
agenda, block affordable housing and 
clean energy, and give Mayor Gavin 
Newsom a majority on the Board of 
Supervisors. 

It’s well funded; it’s serious; it’s 
based on lies — and it’s a threat to 


rent control, sustainable environmen¬ 
tal policies, universal health care, the 
city’s living wage law, and the rest of 
the accomplishments and goals of the 
progressive majority on the board. 

If that sounds overblown, listen to 
what the organizers of this campaign 
are saying themselves. 

On Aug. 15, after progressives 
took control of the Democratic County 
Central Committee and installed Sup. 
Aaron Peskin as chair, John Keogan, 
the head of a year-old organization 
called the San Francisco Coalition for 
Responsible Growth, a pro-downtown 
group founded to counter the progres¬ 
sive movement, announced his inten¬ 
tions in a letter to allies. 


“CRG are [sic] preparing for 
an all-out attack with other like- 
minded groups and now is our time 
to stand-up [sic] and be counted,” 
Keogan wrote. He asked members 
to support “taking SF on a sharp 
turn to the right.” 

Those “other like-minded 
groups,” according to campaign 
finance reports, are a Whos Who list of 
downtown-based organizations that 
have consistently fought to roll back 
tenant protections and slash govern¬ 
ment spending on social services: 
the Building Owners and Managers 
Association, the Committee on Jobs, 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co., the 
Association of Realtors, the Chamber 


of Commerce, Plan C, and the Police 
Officers Association. 

By law, political candidates can 
only raise and spend limited amounts 
of money. But organizations like 
BOM A, the Realtors, and Plan C 
can put as much cash as they want 
into supporting and opposing can¬ 
didates — as long as the efforts are 
“independent.” 

But the orchestration of the 
attacks on supervisorial candidates 
Eric Mar, John Avalos, and David 
Chiu, and the support for their con¬ 
servative rivals, Sue Lee, Ahsha Safai, 
and Joe Alioto, is so sophisticated 
it’s impossible to believe that these 
groups and candidates aren’t working 
together. 

Between Sept. 9 and Oct. 20, 
public records show, the groups spent 
a combined $363,754 ($178,177 in 
District 1, $104,308 in D3, and 
$81,269 in Dll) on independent 
expenditures attacking Avalos, 

Mar, and Chiu and supporting their 
opponents. They also spent $20,000 
supporting Eva Royale in her long 
shot race for the solidly progressive 
District 9 seat. 

The landlords and downtown 
aren’t the only ones organizing. All 
that spending, and the threat of even 
more to come considering the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars these 
downtown groups still have in the 
bank, has served to unite tenant and 
labor groups in ways unseen in previ¬ 
ous San Francisco elections. 

“There’s an unprecedented coali¬ 
tion between tenants and labor,” 
labor activist Robert Haaland told 
us. “We’re working together to defeat 
the landlord candidates, who are also 
anti-labor.” 

“We have a tremendous fear that 
the spending and progress on health 
care and social services will be rolled 
back,” Tim Paulson, president of the

The battle for the district 1 supervi¬ 
sor’s seat is being framed largely by 
politically conservative groups, funded 
by real estate and development, that 
are spending thousands of dollars 
supporting former planning com¬ 
missioner Sue Lee over school board 
member Eric Mar. 

An incestuous web of independent 
expenditure and political action com¬ 
mittees have collectively spent enough 
against Mar to blow the $140,000 cap 
off the voluntary expenditure ceiling 
that all the candidates in that district 
agreed to. 

The money’s coming from the 
Building Owners and Managers 
Association, Plan C, the Coalition 
for Responsible Growth, and 
the San Francisco Association of 
Realtors. Although these groups 
can’t legally work directly with 
candidates, they typically swap 
funds among each other and receive 
outside support from the deep pock¬ 
ets at the Chamber of Commerce, 
Committee on Jobs, and Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. 

According to Ethics Commission 
executive director John St. Croix, the 
$140,000 cap was lifted on Friday, 
Oct. 24, which means the candidates 
are now free to spend up to their indi¬ 
vidual campaign limits, which are dif¬ 
ferent for Lee, Mar, and Alicia Wang, 
the other major contender for the seat. 

All three are receiving public 
financing — but so much outside 
money is being spent in support of 
Lee that, to keep pace, the individual 
spending caps for Mar and Wang 
have been raised and are now higher 
than Lee’s. 

AGAINST THE 
NEIGHBORHOODS 

Lee, who worked for Willie Brown’s 
mayoral administration and was pub¬ 
lic relations director for the Chamber 
of Commerce, now runs the Chinese 
Historical Society of America. 

Her voting record on the Planning 
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This mailer by the Association of Realtors is typical of the avalanche of negative independent 
expenditures against Eric Mar and other progressive candidates, much of which attempts to 
erroneously associate them with Sup. Chris Daly, who is being termed out of office in two years. 


Downtown’s planner 

Former planning commissioner Sue Lee rakes in big bucks 
from developers with projects she voted to approve 


Commission has been consistently 
pro-development and anti-neighbor¬ 
hood. Some examples from her final 
months on the commission: 

• On April 10, 2008, she 
approved a mixed-use development at 
736 Valencia St. and removed com¬ 
munity benefits and below-market- 
rate unit requirements — against the 
wishes of community members and 
housing rights activists. 

• On March 27, 2008, she was 
the only commissioner to vote against 
modifications to a rooftop remodeling 
project at 1420 Montgomery St. that 
would have pacified neighbors con¬ 
cerned about the scale and character 
of the plan. 

• On March 13, 2008 she sup¬ 
ported a conditional-use permit for 
a formula-retail paint store at Cesar 
Chavez and South Van Ness despite 
concerns about its effect on nearby 
small businesses. 

• On Feb. 28, 2008, she 
approved a remodeling of a two- 
story flat on Potrero Ave. that 
opponents, including the next-door 
neighbors, characterized as a demo¬ 
lition in disguise. 


“Her voting record for the past 
three years is crystal clear,” one lawyer 
who represents neighborhood interests 
at the commission told us. “Given a 
choice between supporting neigh¬ 
borhood interests, long-term resi¬ 
dents and the interests of the little guy 
or supporting development interests 
and the big- money people who are 
busy in our residential neighborhoods, 
she chooses the latter every time.” 

The lawyer, who regularly 
appears before the planning panel and 
asked not to be named, added: “She 
has supported big-box retail in our 
neighborhoods over the objections 
of neighbors. She has supported the 
destruction of rent-controlled hous¬ 
ing and low-scale, more affordable 
housing that is being remodeled out of 
existence.” 

“She’s a total pay to play,” said 
Robert Haaland, a labor activist with 
Service Employees International 
Union Local 1021, which is deeply 
vested in independent expenditures 
supporting Mar. “Her donations can 
be tracked back to decisions she made 
as planning commissioner.” 

For example, Lee voted in favor of 


a plan by Martin Building Company 
to convert a city-owned building 
on Jessie Street into 25 luxury con¬ 
dos that now rent for about $3,000 
a month. Martin’s owner, Patrick 
McNerney is a Lee campaign donor. 
Also contributing to Lee is Eric Tao 
of AGI Capital, which helped finance 
the Soma Grand development, a 
project opposed by sustainable growth 
organizations like Livable City, the 
San Francisco Bicycle Coalition, 

Walk SF, and the Sierra Club. Lee 
voted in favor of it. 

In 2006, Lee approved lifting the 
downtown height restrictions from 
150 feet to 250 feet for a 189-unit 
building with ground level retail on 
Howard Street. The project sponsor, 
Ezra Mercy, gave Lee’s campaign the 
maximum legal donation of $500. 

In fact, her campaign has received 
thousands of dollars in individual 
contributions — and according to our 
analysis, more than half has come 
from real estate developers, attorneys, 
and builders, including some who 
appear frequently before the Planning 
Commission, such as executives from 
Wilson Meany Sullivan, CB Richard 


Family act 

Could Joe Alioto Jr. actually be worse than 
his sister, Sup. Michela Alioto-Pier?

District 3 supervisorial candidate Joe 
Alioto Jr., 36, has stated repeatedly on 
the campaign trail that he is not run¬ 
ning on his family’s name. 

But his lack of policy or political 
experience, combined with his cam¬ 
paign’s close ties to his sister, District 
2 Sup. Michela Alioto-Pier — the 
most conservative and reactionary 
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member of the Board of Supervisors 
— has progressives fearing he’ll be 
even more hostile to their values than 
his sister if he is elected this fall. 

Records show that Alioto-Pier, 
40, who was appointed by Mayor 
Gavin Newsom in 2004, consistently 
votes against the interests of tenants, 
workers and low-income folks. She 
recently sponsored legislation that 
passes increased water and sewer rates 
along to tenants. In the past, she has 


voted against relocation money for no¬ 
fault evictions and against limits on 
condominium conversions. And that’s 
just her record on tenants’ rights. 

“Michela makes Sup. Sean 
Elsbernd look like a progressive,” said 
Board President Aaron Peskin, who is 
termed out as D3 supervisor and has 
endorsed David Chiu as his preferred 
candidate to represent this diverse dis¬ 
trict, which encompasses Chinatown, 
North Beach, Fisherman’s Wharf and 
Telegraph Hill. 

Alioto, who bought a $1.3 mil¬ 
lion Telegraph Hill condominium in 
2004, has said in debates that he was 
proud to serve on the Telegraph Hill 
Dwellers Board for three years, citing 
his alleged involvement in stopping 
the Mills Corporation’s development 


Ellis, and Millennium Partners. 

Lee did not return a call seeking 
comment. 

MISLEADING THE VOTERS 

The same day the spending cap 
was lifted, Mar alleged the local 
Democratic Party’s name was being 
improperly used by a new group 
calling itself the “San Francisco 
Democratic Club.” First reported by 
Paul Hogarth on the online news site 
BeyondChron, the club is apparently 
composed of Democratic County 
Central Committee defectors who 
disagreed with the party’s endorse¬ 
ments for the Nov. 4 election. 

The group’s treasurer, Mike 
Riordan, is also a deputy political 
director of PG&E’s Stop the Blank 
Check Committee, which is mount¬ 
ing the $10 million campaign against 
the Clean Energy Act. PG&E gave 
$30,000 to this new democratic club, 
the members of which have not been 
revealed. 

Riordan hired DCCC member 
Tom Hseih’s firm to send robocalls 
in Cantonese to Asian voters urging 
support for Lee over DCCC-endorsed 
Mar. The endorsement script referred 
to the group as the “San Francisco 
Democratic Party Club.” Mar said 
it was a misleading way to align this 
new club with the DCCC. 

When asked if the club’s use 
of the Democratic Party name and 
membership to support candidates 
and issues that haven’t received the 
party’s vote was their intention, Hsieh 
told the Guardian, “Yeah, and you 
know what? That’s covered under the 
First Amendment.” 

Sup. Aaron Peskin, who chairs 
the DCCC and spoke on its behalf in 
support of Mar at two recent rallies, 
said, “at minimum, it’s misleading. At 
maximum it’s a violation of the party 
rules and punishable by removal.” 

He said there was a credible argu¬ 
ment and evidence supporting Mar’s 
allegation, but that it’s something the 
DCCC would have to deal with in its 
own house, likely after Nov. 4. sfbg 


at Piers 27 and 31, improving the 
Broadway corridor, and working on 
neighborhood parks. 

But a former THD Board mem¬ 
ber says Alioto’s claims are wildly 
overstated. 

“He did not achieve anything in 
North Beach as a board member,” 
our source said. “His attendance was 
poor, he lacked leadership, and when 
he was asked to head a Broadway 
corridor subcommittee to tackle the 
Saturday night issue, he said no, he 
was too busy. He was on the oppo¬ 
site side of all our policies and goals. 
There were even questions whether 
he was residing in the district, when 
he house-sat for his parents in the 
East Bay.”

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The stealth candidate 

Ahsha Safai tries to be all things to District 
11 voters — but he refuses to explain his 
many contradictions and false statements

Ahsha Safai is hoping to be elected 
to the Board of Supervisors without 
answering questions about his pad¬ 
ded political resume of short-lived 
patronage jobs, greatly exaggerated 
claims of his accomplishments, history 
as a predatory real estate speculator, 
connections to and coordination with 
downtown power brokers, shifting 
and contradictory policy positions, or 
the many other distortions this politi¬ 
cal neophyte is offering up to voters 
in District 11, a crucial swing district 
that could decide the balance of power 
in city government. 

Safai has refused numerous 
requests for interviews with the 
Guardian over the last two months. 
We’ve even left messages with specific 
concerns about his record and posi¬ 
tions. But our investigation reveals his 
close political ties to the downtown 


interest groups that have spent close 
to $100,000 on his behalf and shows 
him to be a shameless opportunist 
who is apparently willing to say any¬ 
thing to achieve power. 

There’s much we don’t know 
about Ahsha Safai, but there’s enough 
we do know for a consistent yet trou¬ 
bling portrait to emerge. 

Safai moved to San Francisco 
from Washington, DC with his law¬ 
yer wife in 2000, and immediately 
began to ingratiate himself into the 
mainstream Democratic Party power 
structure, starting as a legislative 
liaison with the corruption-plagued 
San Francisco Housing Authority 
and joining Gavin Newsom’s mayoral 
campaign in 2003. 

Safai became a protege of 
Newsom’s field director Alex Tourk, 
who was a top Newsom strategist 
for several years until he abruptly 
resigned after learning that Newsom 
had an affair with his wife. With sup¬ 
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port from Tourk (who didn’t respond 
to our calls about Safai) and Newsom, 
Safai held a string of city jobs over 
the next three years, moving from 
the Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development to the Mayor’s Office 
of Neighborhood Services to the 
Department of Public Works, all of 
which he touts on his Web ite, greatly 
exaggerating (and in some cases, out¬

right misrepresenting) his accomplish¬ 
ments in each, according to those who 
worked with him. (Few sources who 
worked with Safai would speak on 
the record, fearing repercussions from 
Newsom). 

THE CONNECT DISASTER 

One project Safai doesn’t mention on 
his Web site is his work spearhead¬ 
ing Community Connect, the most 
disastrous of Newsom’s SF Connect 
programs. “It’s the one Connect that 
the mayor will never talk about,” said 
Quentin Mecke, who participated 
in the effort, on behalf of nonprofit 
groups, to create a community polic¬ 
ing system. “The whole thing just 
devolved into chaos and there weren’t 
any more meetings.” 

In 2005, Safai and Tourk con¬ 
vened meetings in each of the city’s 
police precincts to take testimony on 
rising violence and the failure of the 
San Francisco Police Department 
to deal with it. Ultimately Newsom 
decided to reject a community-polic¬ 
ing plan developed through the pro¬ 
cess by the African-American Police 
Community Relations Board. That 
set up the Board of Supervisors to 
successfully override a mayoral veto of 
police foot patrols. 

“Ahsha’s approach was consistent 
with the Newsom administration, 
with folks that talk a good game but 


there’s no substance behind it,” said 
Mecke, who ran for mayor last year, 
placing second. 

Another realm in which Safai 
has claimed undeserved credit is on 
his efforts to save St. Luke’s Hospital 
from attempts by the California 
Pacific Medical Center (and CPMC’s 
parent company, Sutter Health) to 
close it or scale back its role as an 
acute care provider for low income 
San Franciscans. 

“When I looked at his campaign 
material and he says he was a leader 
who saved St. Luke’s, I thought, Am 
I missing something here?,” Roma 
Guy, a 12-year member of the city’s 
Health Commission and leader in 
the effort to save St. Luke’s, told the 
Guardian. “Nobody thinks Ahsha has 
taken a leadership role on this. This is 
a significant exaggeration from where 
I sit.” 

Nato Green, who represents 
nurses at St. Luke’s within the 
California Nurses Association, went 
even further than Guy, saying he 
was worried about Safai’s late arrival 
to the issue (Safai wasn’t part of the 
group that protested, organized, and 
urged CPMC to agree to rebuild the 
hospital) and the fact that CPMC 
appointed Safai to its Community 
Outreach Task Force as the represen¬ 
tative from Distrist 11.

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“From our point of view, he is the 
CPMC’s AstroTurf program, simulat¬ 
ing community participation,” Green 
told us. “It’s critical to us that we end 
up with a supervisor who is indepen¬ 
dent of CPMC and will go to the mat 
for what the community needs.” 

CNA has endorsed Avalos in the 
District 11 race. 

“John was the only candidate in 
District 11 who came out and spoke 
at the hearings, attended the vigils, 
and walked the picket line during the 
strikes,” Green said. 

REAL ESTATE SPECULATION 

Beyond his association with down¬ 
town power brokers and endorse¬ 
ment by Newsom, there are other 
indicators that Safai is hostile to 
progressive values. He said in a 
recent televised forum that he would 
work most closely with supervisors 
Carmen Chu, Sean Elsbernd, and 
Michela Alioto-Pier, the three most 
conservative members of the Board 
of Supervisors. 

During an Oct. 14 Avalos 
fundraiser hosted by sustainable 
transportation advocates Dave 
Snyder, Tom Radulovich, and Leah 
Shahum, attendees expressed frustra¬ 
tion at Safai s tendency to pander to 
groups like the San Francisco Bicycle 
Coalition, taking whatever position 
he thinks they want to hear without 


considering their implications or con¬ 
sistency with his other stands. 

“It was a no-brainer for the Bike 
Coalition to endorse John,” Shahum, 
SFBC’s executive director, said at the 
event, noting Avalos’ long history of 
support for alternatives to the auto¬ 
mobile. 

Avalos, who had been hammered 
all week by mailers and robocalls from 
downtown groups supporting Safai, 
said he was frustrated by the barrage 
but that “we can fight the money with 
people. 

“Ahsha has done everything he 
can to blur the lines about what he 
stands for,” Avalos said. “Whoever 
he’s talking to, that’s who he’s going 
to be. But we need principled leader¬ 
ship in San Francisco.” 

One area where Safai doesn’t 
appear to be proud of his work is in 
real estate, opting to be identified on 
voting materials as a “nonprofit educa¬ 
tion advisor.” One of his opponents, 
Julio Ramos, formally challenged the 
designation, writing to the Election 
Department that the label “would 
mislead voters and is not factually 
accurate, the term ‘businessman’ or 
‘investor’ denotes the true livelihood 
of candidate Safai.” 

Safai responded by defending 
the title and writing, “My dates of 
employment at Mission Language 


Vocational School were from August 
2007 through February 2008.” So, 
because of his seven-month stint at 
this nonprofit, voters will see Safai 
as someone who works in education, 
even though his financial disclosure 
forms show that most of his six-fig¬ 
ure income comes from Blankshore 
LLC, a Los Altos-based developer 
currently building a large condo 
project at 2189 Bayshore Blvd. that is 
worth more than $1 million. (That’s 
the top value bracket listed on the 
form, so we don’t know how many 
millions the project is actually worth 
or how much more than $100,000 
Safai earned this year). 

But we do know from city records 
that Safai has personally bought at 
least three properties during his short 
stint in San Francisco, including one 
at 78 Latona Street that he flipped 
for a huge profit after buying it from 
a woman facing foreclosure, who then 
sued Safai for fraud. 

The woman, Mary McDowell, 
alleged in court documents that real 
estate broker Harold Smith, “unso¬ 
licited, came to plaintiff’s residence 
and offered assistance to her because 
her homes were in foreclosure ... 

[and said] she would receive suffi¬ 
cient money after sales commissions 
to reinstate the loans on the four 
other properties.” 



The legal complaint said Smith 
then modified those terms to pay 
McDowell less than promised and 
arranged to sell the home to Safai 
and his brother, Reza. “Plaintiff is 
informed and believes and thereon 
alleges that defendants did not 
promptly list her residence on the 
multiple listing service to avoid larger 
offers on the home and conspired with 
the other defendants to purchase the 
home at a far less than market price,” 
reads the complaint. 

The case was originally set for 
jury trial, indicating it had some 
merit. But after numerous pleadings 
and procedural actions that resulted 
in the plaintiff’s attorney being sanc¬ 
tioned for failing to meet certain court 
deadlines and demands, the case was 
dismissed. 

But whatever the merit to the 
case, records on file with the county 
assessor and recorder show that 
Safai and his brother flipped the 
property for a tidy profit. They paid 
$365,500 for the place in December 
2003 — and sold it two year later, in 
December 2005, for $800,000. 

Labor activist Robert Haaland 
told us that Safai can’t be trusted to 
support rent control or the rights of 
workers or tenants: “At the end of the 
day, he’s a real estate speculator.” sfbg

In a March 2006 e-mail to THD 
members, Alioto acknowledges that 
he and his wife had indeed been 
house-sitting in the East Bay for 
months while his parents were in 
Italy. “Of course, I have never intend¬ 
ed to stay in the East Bay, my being 
there for simply a temporary period,” 
Alioto wrote, referring to the Supreme 
Court’s definition of residency, which 
he said he “relied on to continue to 
contribute to THD activities.” 

THD board members aren’t the 
only ones accusing Alioto of stretch¬ 
ing the truth. 

The Sierra Club’s John Rizzo is 
irate over the use of the club’s name 
in a recent Alioto campaign mailer in 
which Alioto claims that he helped 
create the San Francisco Climate 
Challenge “in collaboration with the 
Sierra Club and DF Environment.” 

“What he says is highly mislead¬ 
ing,” Rizzo told the Guardian. “It 
makes it sound like an ongoing effort 
he cofounded with the Sierra Club, 
but it was a one-time effort that, while 
worthwhile, only lasted a month and 
is over and done with.” 

Rizzo further noted that Alioto 
did not complete or return the 
Sierra Club’s candidate question-

San Francisco Labor Council, told us. 
“Anything less than our candidates 
[being elected in each of the three 
swing districts] will pose a real danger 
to the movement.” 

NEWSOM'S SLATE 

One of the central players in this 
attempt to take the city away from 
the progressives and hand it over to 
downtown is Mayor Gavin Newsom, 
who is actively supporting Alioto, 

Lee, and Safai. 

Eric Jaye, the mayors chief politi¬ 
cal advisor, has no formal role in the 
three district campaigns, but Newsom 
rarely makes a move in local politics 
without consulting Jaye. In fact, when 
reporters call the mayors press office 
to ask for comments on local candi¬ 
dates and initiatives, they are typically 
referred to the private consultant. 

Jaye told us he’s talked to all of 
Newsom’s candidates. “I told them to 
run on district issues,” he said. 

The mayor and the latest mem¬ 
ber of the Alioto clan to seek office 
(Joe’s sister, Michela, is already on 
the board) have walked precincts 
together. And Newsom is so involved 
with the downtown effort he’s skip¬ 
ping a major Democratic Party 
gala (where he was slated to get an 
award) to spend time instead with 
the Republican-led Coalition for 
Responsible Growth (CRG). 

Jaye’s main job this fall is running 
the PG&E campaign against the 
Clean Energy Act, Proposition H. So 
far PG&E has spent more than $10 
million on the effort, and that number 
will grow in the final week before the 
election. Part of that same campaign 
has been propping up Newsom ally 
Carmen Chu, who has benefited from 
thousands of dollars of PG&E spend¬ 
ing on her race. Chu’s face is all over 
PG&E’s No on H fliers. 

Another central operator is Alex 
Tourk, the former Newsom aide who 
resigned after learning that the mayor 
had been sexually involved with 
Tourk’s wife. Tourk is now running 
the CRG operation. 

“They brought me on board to do 
a volunteer campaign that, yes, they

naire, as is requested of candidates 
seeking the club’s political endorse¬ 
ment. Alioto also has ruffled 
feathers by claiming that he pros¬ 
ecuted criminal cases while work¬ 
ing in the Alameda County District 
Attorney’s office in 1999. 

Alameda County Senior Deputy 
District Attorney Kevin Dunleavy 
told the Guardian that Alioto was, in 
fact, “a summer intern, a student law 
clerk working under supervision” in 
1999. “He got to prosecute a few cases 


funded, but which seeks to inform 
voters in a non-partisan fashion where 
the candidates in Dl, 3, and 11 stand 
on key issues,” he said. 

That campaign’s goal was to get 
10,000 people to mobilize — he called 
them, using a term popularized by 
Richard Nixon, the “silent majority.” 

Tourk maintains that door-hang¬ 
ers the group has been distributing 
don’t endorse any candidates or push 
any initiatives. But the messages fit 
exactly with the overall downtown 
strategy — they seek to discredit the 
progressives by linking them with 
controversial ballot measures such 
as Proposition V, which would urge 
the School Board to save the military 
recruitment program, JROTC. 

The supervisors have nothing to 
do with JROTC, but downtown and 
the Republican Party are using it as a 
wedge issue. 

CRG is facing some political 
heat of its own: SF Weekly reported 
in its Oct. 22 issue that CRG’s 
recently elected president, engineer 
Rodrigo Santos, accepted money for 
professional work from someone who 
had business before the Building 
Inspection Commission while he 
served as commission president. 

Santos is a Republican, like several 
key Newsom appointees. 

Making matters worse are revela¬ 
tions that Mel Murphy, vice president 
of the inspection commission and 
a CRG member, distributed invites 
in City Hall to an Oct. 17 CRG 
fundraiser for Safai and Alioto. City 
officials aren’t supposed to do political 
work at City Hall. 

Alioto’s filings show that on Oct. 
17, he received $500 from the firm of 
Santos and Urrutia’s structural engi¬ 
neer Kelton Finney and $250 from 
S&U engineer Calvin Horn. 

PG&E'S FAKE 
DEMOCRATIC CLUBS 

Political consultants Tom Hsieh Jr. 
and Jim Ross are involved in the 
District 1 race (Hsieh also responded 
to the Guardian on Safai’s behalf) — 
and are using PG&E and downtown 
money to support Sue Lee. 

Beyond Chron reported Oct. 27 
that Hsieh has been sending robocalls 


in Cantonese to voters saying that 
Lee is endorsed by the “San Francisco 
Democratic Party Club.” Actually, the 
Democratic Party endorsed Mar. 

What is this new “party club” 
anyway? Well, the Web site reported, 
the club started raising money just 
two weeks ago, and already has col¬ 
lected $30,000 from PG&E, $2,000 
from the Chamber of Commerce, 
$5,000 from GGRA (Golden Gate 
Restaurant Association), and $70,000 
from the Committee on Jobs. Another 
new club, called the Richmond 
Reform Democratic Club, is oppos¬ 
ing Mar — and has $18,000 from 
the Committee on Jobs, $5,000 from 
PG&E, and $2,000 from BOMA. 

In television ads paid for by the 
Realtors, a voiceover tries to link Mar, 
Avalos, and Chiu to Sup. Chris Daly, 
whose popularity outside his district 
is low — although neither Mar nor 
Chiu has much of a discernable con¬ 
nection to Daly. Avalos was a Daly 
City Hall aide. 

One of the Realtors ads was 
so utterly inaccurate and deceptive 

— it claimed Chiu and Avalos sup¬ 
port decriminalizing prostitution, 
when both have publicly opposed 
the decriminalization ballot measure 

— that Comcast pulled the ad off the 
air when Chiu filed a complaint. 

Fog City Journal uncovered what 
appears to be illegal collusion between 
the police union and Safai. Although 
candidates are barred from coordinat¬ 
ing with groups making independent 
expenditures on their behalf, POA 
president Gary Delagnes told FCJ 
editor Luke Thomas that Safai had 
given the group a photo of him to use 
on a mailer, a copyrighted image that 
Thomas took. Safai denied wrongdo¬ 
ing, but refused to answer further 
inquiries about the matter. 

It’s a pitched battle — labor, the 
tenants, and the Democratic Party 
against the landlords, PG&E, down¬ 
town interests, and the Republicans. 
It’s pretty clear which side you want 
to be on.

under our supervision, including a 
misdemeanor jury trial, but he never 
worked as an actual deputy DA,” 
Dunleavy said. 

But Alioto’s alleged distortions 
have tenants’ rights advocates like 
Ted Gullicksen of the San Francisco 
Tenants Union wondering if Alioto 
will preserve rent control and try to 
abolish the Ellis Act, as he has prom¬ 
ised on the campaign trail. Alioto 
never completed a Tenants Union 
candidate endorsement questionnaire, 
and has a massive amount of financial 
backing from the same downtown real 
estate and business interests that sup¬ 


port his anti-tenant sister, Alioto-Pier. 

Campaign disclosures show 
that Alioto’s campaign consultant, 
Stephanie Roumeliotes, led the 
Committee to Reelect Michela 
Alioto-Pier in 2006. Roumeliotes is 
also working on two other political 
campaigns this fall: No on B, which 
opposes the affordable housing set- 
aside, and Yes on P, which supports 
giving Mayor Newsom even greater 
control of how transportation funds 
are allocated and spent, and which 
even Alioto-Pier joined the Board of 
Supervisors in unanimously opposing.

Housing for whom? 

Newsom spins data on affordable home 
construction just as the issue comes 
before voters

San Francisco is currently experi¬ 
encing an unprecedented shortage 
of affordable housing, a reality that 
threatens to change the city’s socio¬ 
economic character. If city officials 
stay the course, building mostly mar¬ 
ket rate housing, even more lower and 
middle-class families will be forced to 
move elsewhere. 

Proposition B would stabilize 
— and probably increase — afford¬ 
able housing funds by setting aside 
2.5 cents out of every $100 in prop¬ 
erty taxes, or about $30 million a 
year, in a specific affordable housing 
account. Prop. B would not create 
any new taxes, and would allow for 
public participation in deciding how 
funds are spent. A long-term revenue 
source seems the only way to combat 
the affordable housing problem, yet 
Mayor Gavin Newsom has called the 
measure “unnecessary” and “ballot- 
box budgeting at its worst.” 

Newsom’s Oct. 15 press confer¬ 
ence announcing that San Francisco 
is on pace to build a “historic num¬ 
ber” of affordable homes by 2010 is 
likely an attempt to dissuade voters 
from voting for Prop. B. Newsom 
cited a dizzying array of statistics 
to support his claim that Prop. B 
is unwarranted: with 13,000 new 
affordable homes currently in the 
works, he insinuates, there is no need 
for such a measure. 

Yet he doesn’t address the ques¬ 
tion of how the city will facilitate 
such an affordable housing boom 
without Prop. B. According to Doug 
Shoemaker, deputy director of the 
Mayor’s Office of Housing (MOH), 
the city spends around $220 million 
a year on affordable housing from 
multiple sources in multiple pro¬ 
grams. He admits that this money is 
essentially impossible to track; which 
means it’s equally impossible to judge 
how productive the programs actually 
are or how much money is left. 

Based on the San Francisco 
Planning Department’s preparation 
to update its Housing Element next 
year, as well as information provided 
by the MOH, Newsom’s statistics are 
grossly exaggerated. The discordance 
between Newsom’s embellished sta¬ 
tistics and the department’s numbers 
illustrates that we need a more coher¬ 


ent solution — whether that means 
more funds, more organization, or 
both — to solve the affordable hous¬ 
ing crisis. 

In his press conference, Newsom 
asserted that “newly adopted and 
pending neighborhood plans will 
create over 13,000 new affordable 
homes.” Although he failed to specify 
exactly when these homes would be 
completed, one would assume he 
meant by 2010, since the press con¬ 
ference was an update on the Home 
15/5 initiative (which vows to pro¬ 
duce approximately 15,000 new hous¬ 
ing units between 2005-10). 



According to affordable hous¬ 
ing activist Calvin Welch, this plan 
is “an outrageous lie, a cynical lie, 
based on [Newsom’s] absolute and 
complete certainty that no one will 
understand what that means.” The 
SF Planning Department’s Housing 
Need Assessment backs Welch’s sen¬ 
timent: from 1999-2006, the city only 
produced about 800 low- and very- 
low affordable housing units a year. 

It would take more than 16 years to 
produce 13,000 new and affordable 
homes at that rate, leaving aside the 
question of how to pay for them. 

Think it’s unfair to judge 
Newsom’s statements based on the 
past? Newsom also said in his press 
conference that “1,547 affordable 
homes have been completed since 


2006.” But statistics provided by the 
Mayor’s Office of Housing show that 
only 646 of these 1,547 housing units 
are below or at 50 percent of the area 
median income, or AML In other 
words, most of these units aren’t as 
affordable as one might think. 

These dismal statistics prove that 
the Home 15/5 initiative so far has 
failed to significantly increase the 
city’s production of affordable hous¬ 
ing. Since Newsom opposes Prop. B 
and has refused to spend affordable 
housing money allocated by supervi¬ 
sors in the past, it’s unclear how he 
plans to create 13,000 affordable 
housing units anytime soon. 

Newsom also said that the 
Home 15/5 plan “increases the city’s 
production of housing affordable to 
low- and very-low income households 
to the highest levels ever, comprising 
33 percent of all new homes built.” 
This percentage is similar to the SF 
Planning Department’s production 
goals for 2007-14: the city strives 
to create 31,000 housing units, 39 
percent affordable. Both aims fall 
far below the SF Housing Element’s 
objective, which states that 64 percent 
of the city’s housing units should 
be affordable. But they’re a start, or 
would be — if they actually come 
true. 

A look at the SF Planning 
Department’s housing production 
statistics show that only 4,705 low- or 
very-low affordable housing units had 
been built as of June 2008. That’s 
a mere 19 percent, a far cry from 
Newsom’s 33 percent assertion. It 
wasn’t just a slow year — the num¬ 
ber of moderate and market-priced 
housing built over the same period 
surpassed target production goals by 
more than 500 units. If San Francisco 
continues to produce at this speed, 
the city will not only fail to produce 
enough affordable housing units, but 
will increase the ratio of the very rich 
among city residents. 

With help from Prop. B, the city 
could start working its way toward 
meeting the mandate of the city’s 
Housing Element, which states that 
two- thirds of city housing should 
be affordable. Unfortunately the 
Housing Element may also be under 
attack this November: the Planning 
Department is holding a public scop¬ 
ing meeting Nov. 6 — two days after 
the election — to discuss preparations 
for an environmental impact report. 

Although 64 percent affordability 
may seem like a lofty goal now, a 
decrease in Housing Element aims 
and the lean budgetary years ahead 
could mean a continuation of policies 
that build mostly market-rate hous¬ 
ing that remains unaffordable to most 
San Franciscans, sfbg 
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Family CONT» 

Public records show that the 
Alioto siblings have 160 of the same 
campaign contributors. These include 
Gap founder Donald Fisher, wealthy 
socialite Dede Wilsey, and Nathan 
Nayman, former executive director of 
the Committee on Jobs, a downtown 
political action committee funneling 
big money into preferred candidates 
like Alioto. 

All of which has progressives 
worrying that Alioto and his sister 
could become the Donny and Marie 
Osmond tag team for the same 
Republican downtown interests that 
are seeking to overturn the city’s 
universal health care and municipal 
identity card programs. 

Talking by phone last week after 
months of stonewalling the Guardians 
requests for an interview, Alioto 
told us that he admires his sister 
very much, but that does not mean 
he shares her beliefs. “She has been 
through more in her relatively short 
life than most of us, and she does a 
great job representing her district,” 
Alioto said. “But we are not the same 
people. Just because we are siblings 
does not mean we think the same.” 

Noting that, unlike his sister, 
he supports Proposition M, (which 
would protect tenants from landlord 
harassment), Alioto said, “If Michela 
ever proposed legislation that I 
thought was bad for the district and 
city, I’d vote against it.” 

Asked why he opposes the afford¬ 
able housing measure Prop. B, Alioto 
told us that he doesn’t think that 
“locking away any more of our money 
helps ... but I support affordable hous¬ 
ing for low-income folks, including 
rental units, and we need more mid¬ 
dle-income housing for police officers, 
firefighters, nurses and teachers.” 

As for his endorsement by the 
rabidly anti-rent control SF Small 
Property Owners, Alioto said, “I 
think people are supporting me 
because I’d be fair and reasonable.” 

Alioto, who attended Boalt Hall 
School of Law at UC Berkeley and 
works as an antitrust lawyer at the 
Alioto Law Firm with brother-in- 
law Tom Pier, insists that he never 
claimed he’d been a deputy DA, 

“but I have a proven record of being 
interested in putting criminals 
behind bars.” 

Noting that he supports the 
property tax measures on the bal¬ 
lot, “notwithstanding the fact that 
some real estate interests supporting 
my campaign are opposed,” Alioto 
further claimed that estimates that 
a third of his campaign money is 
from real estate interests are “severely 
overblown.” 

“I think they must have been 
including architects,” he told us. 

Asked about the Golden Gate 
Restaurant Association’s lawsuit 


against the city’s universal health care 
ordinance, Alioto said he supports 
Healthy San Francisco, “but I am 
concerned a little about putting the 
burden on small business.” 

Claiming that he supports the 
mayor’s community justice center as 
well as “funding for whatever pro¬ 
grams it diverts people to,” Alioto 
talked about kick-starting the econ¬ 
omy in blighted areas by creating 
jobs and incentives for small busi¬ 
nesses in those districts. Alioto, who 
just saw the San Francisco Small 
Business Advocates kick down 
$9,500 in support of his campaign, 
also said he wants to increase the 
number of entertainment permits, 
add a movie theater, and decrease 
parking fees in Chinatown. 

“And I support the [Chinatown] 
night markets,” Alioto said, referring 
to a pet project of Pius Lee, whose 
Chinatown neighborhood associa¬ 
tion was found, during a 2006 audit 
instigated by Peskin, to have received 
excess city funds and allowed unli¬ 
censed merchants to participate in 
the markets. 

But Lee is evidently now in 
good standing with Alioto and 
Mayor Gavin Newsom, since he 
accompanied both on a recent 
walkabout to boost Alioto’s stand¬ 
ing with Chinatown merchants. 

And Alioto’s election is apparently 
very important to Newsom, given 
that the first public appearance the 
mayor made after returning from his 
African honeymoon was on behalf 
of Alioto’s campaign. 

All of which seems to confirm 
progressives’ worst fears that Alioto, 
just like his sister before him, will 
become yet another Newsom call-up 
vote on the board. Three ethics com¬ 
plaints were filed against the Alioto 
campaign this week, and his detrac¬ 
tors say he has a long history of ques¬ 
tionable behavior, going back to 1996 
when he had a severe ethical lapse 
while working on his sister’s campaign 
for Congress. 

According to a July 27, 1996 
Chronicle article, Alioto, who was then 
his sister’s campaign adviser, and their 
cousin, college student Steve Cannata, 
admitted they conspired to intercept 
the campaign material of Michela’s 
congressional opponent, Frank Riggs. 

“If Miss Alioto tolerates this 
sort of deceit in her campaign, it 
is frightening to imagine how she 
would behave if ever elected,” Riggs 
wrote at the time. Alioto-Pier lost 
that race. But if her brother wins this 
November, can progressives help but 
be a little frightened to imagine just 
how the Alioto siblings might behave? 

As one observer who preferred to 
remain anonymous told us, “Alioto 
may be all Joe Personality on the cam¬ 
paign trail, and have the same photo¬ 
genic smile as his sister, but in reality, 
he is a fraud.” sfbg 
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Well, she said, we are here 
to tell you that H gives a 
blank check to the 
supervisors for billions of 
dollars. I replied, That’s 
just a big PG&E Lie, part of 
a campaign based on Big 
Lies. I tried to explain why 
the initiative wouldn’t cost 
anybody anything because it 
involved revenue bonds.

Chickens and the egg

GREEN CITY The scene along a 
quiet, dead-end road 
in Lathrop — just 
I 90 minutes east of 
San Francisco — is 
classically pastoral: 
a cloudless sky, a few 
small ranch houses scattered among 
small plots of farmland, a tractor 
humming in the distance. 

But thanks to Olivera Egg Farm 
and its 700,000 chickens, country 
life is not all sunshine and butter¬ 
flies. With a quick turn of the wind, 
the pleasant breeze suddenly sours 
to the sickening, fetid stench of 
ammonia from the nearby “lagoon” 
— a 16.5-acre cesspool of chicken 
manure that lies 370 feet from the 
nearest house. 

“It takes your breath away,” said 
Janice Magaoay, who has lived in 
a house neighboring the egg farm 
since the early 1970s. Magaoay 
is one of 10 residents who filed a 
civil lawsuit against Olivera in US 
District Court last week. Led by a 
legal team from the Humane Society 
of the United States (HSUS), the 
lawsuit alleges that Olivera has been 
emitting up to 18 times the lawful 
amount of toxic ammonia gas with¬ 
out reporting it — a violation that 
could cost the farm a maximum of 
$32,500 per day in penalties. 

The lawsuit against Olivera — 
whose owner, Edward Olivera, did 
not return our calls for comment — 
is one of a constellation of HSUS-led 
claims against the egg industry that 
tie into California’s Proposition 2. If 
passed, Prop. 2 would ban the use of 
farm animal confinement methods 
that do not allow animals to stand 
up, lie down, turn around, and fully 


extend their limbs. 

Facilities like Olivera, which 
currently keeps only one of its 12 
active hen houses cage-free, would 
have to thin their flocks signifi¬ 
cantly, said San Joaquin County 
Environmental Health Department 
program coordinator Robert 
McClellon. 

Swarming with seagulls and 
flies, Olivera’s primary manure 
lagoon and adjacent overflow pond 
has a total volume equivalent to 
nearly 120 Olympic-sized swimming 
pools, according to company records 
filed with local environmental regu¬ 
lators. Despite its close proximity 
to a residential street with kids, the 
lagoon has no solid fence around it 
— perhaps because the unbearable 
stench acts as its own repellent. 

Thirty-year resident Larry 
Yepez, 60, a retired firefighter and 
plaintiff in the case against Olivera, 
has passed by the lagoon on his jog¬ 
ging route for many years. 

“I used to carry a towel around 
my face to keep the smell out of my 
nostrils,” Yepez told the Guardian. 
“There were times when there must 
have been massive kill-offs because 
there were carcasses of dead chickens 
everywhere. It got to a point where 
I said, T don’t think this is very 
healthy,’ so I started running away 
from that area.” 

Ten-year resident and plaintiff 
Gloria Avila, 60, is often works 
outside growing produce for farmers 
markets in San Francisco. On some 
days, the ammonia is so strong she 
can barely open her eyes and has 
trouble breathing. 

“It’s very, very bad,” she repeats, 
grimacing, an open palm pressed 
against her chest. 

She is not alone; the plaintiffs 
allege that their numerous health 


conditions — upper-respiratory 
problems, nausea, chest pains, as 
well as sinus, throat, and eye irri¬ 
tations — could be the result of 
ammonia exposure. 

Nearby, a box of a dark purple 
fruit sitting on Avila’s porch 
crawls with a thick blanket of flies 
— another major issue for Olivera’s 
neighbors, who say the flies bite. 

“We are told that because we 
live in an agricultural farm com¬ 
munity, we have to accept it,” Larry 
Yepez said. 

Some local residents feel the 
odor comes with the territory. 

“The egg farm has been there 
a long time,” said Jerry West, a 15- 
year resident. “If you move out here, 
you should expect it.” 

Olivera has contributed $12,000 
to support the No on 2 campaign, 
Californians for Safe Food, which 
is primarily funded by The United 
Egg Producers, a trade association 
of 250-plus of the country’s big egg 
producers — Olivera among them. 
The campaign argues that Prop. 

2 poses a threat to public health 
by making eggs less safe, but it 
declined comment on the lawsuit 
against Olivera. 

“Prop. 2 opponents have as little 
concern for the neighbors whose 
lives they are destroying with their 
pollution as they do for human 
health and animal welfare,” Yes on 
Prop. 2 campaign manager Jennifer 
Fearing responds. She describes 
their claims about food safety as 
“scare tactics” and “the height of 
hypocrisy.” sfbg

The trouble 

HALLOWEEN SCREENING 

What’s most shocking about 
Oliver Stone’s W. — beyond any¬ 
thing in the too-mild movie itself 

— is that it’s simply dramatizing 
a still-seated US president. That 
still feels like a breach in our near- 
extinct public decorum, however 
much Shrub has degraded the 
office’s dignity. 

Yet there’s precedent: one 
prior era brought a slew of movies 
about its Disaster-in-Chief. Once 
Watergate broke, filmmakers from 
late radical-left documentarian 
Emile de Antonio to future Roller 
Boogie (1979) director Mark L. 
Lester weighed in with parodies. 

Little-noticed then, these 
films have only grown more 
obscure since. But one gets revived 
as the Pacific Film Archive’s 
Halloween choice this year. 

Despite all its flaws, it remains 
one of the more hilarious meta¬ 
phors ever for political corruption. 
We’re talking The Werewolf of 
Washington. 

Werewolf was the second and 
last feature by writer-director 
Milton Moses Ginsberg, whose 
Coming Apart (Rip Torn as a 
psychiatrist having sex with his 
female patients) created a minor 
splash in 1969. That film was 
an early exercise in faux-found 
footage narrative a la The Blair 
Witch Project (1999). By contrast, 
his hairy 1973 follow-up looks as 
stylistically square as the Nixon 
White House, last bastion of 
political Lawrence Welk-dom. 

This is one of those movies 
hinged entirely on a crazed lead 
performance. Dean Stockwell, 
old-Hollywood child actor turned 
counterculture collage artist 
turned weirdo cult actor (1986’s 
Blue Velvet , 1984’s Dune) plays 
Jack Whittier, youngest member 
of the White House press corps. 
Sweetheart to the president’s 
daughter, Whittier jilts her by 
taking an assignment in Hungary 

— where something not-quite- 


with hairy 



human bites his ass. Returning 
stateside, he’s recruited as press 
secretary to a president (Biff 
McGuire) unlike Tricky Dick in 
look or manner. 

But Werewolf s satire is indi¬ 
rect, if not exactly subtle. Despite 
pleas to be fired — even arrested 
— Whittier keeps getting kicked 
upstairs. He’s too much an asset to 
a paranoid administration under 
scandalized fire. That value is not 
unrelated to mysterious man-beast 
slayings of various loudmouths 
exposing the administration’s ethi¬ 
cal canyon-gaps. Victims include 
critical journalists, inconvenient 
political wives, and ill-fated DC 
residents who stumble across 
supernatural murder scenes. 

The Werewolf of Washington is 
crude, sloppy, aesthetically ugly, 
and deliberately ridiculous. But 
Stockwell is hilarious, particularly 
during those twitchy lycanthropic 
transformations where he turns 
shock-white haired and fanged. 
This genius turn floats an other¬ 
wise flimsy film. (Dennis Harvey)

SONIC REDUCER Zut alors, where 
is the joie, mademoi¬ 
selles?

In a year 
when every pop thang coming out of 
Francophone music-makers seems to 
exude a freshness that escapes rage- 
aholic American pop, along comes 
Yelle with the cutest bob this side of 
Rihanna and those prep-cool danc¬ 
ing boys in “A Cause Des Galons.” 
Not for nothing does Budet’s acronym 
nom de plume stand for “You Enjoy 
Life.” Could this be the new ye-ye? 

Resembling a sprightly Feist 


onstage, the jeune fille also coughed 
up the catchiest bit of whistle(-along) 
bait since Peter Bjorn and John’s 
“Young Folks”: “Ce Jeu.” Yelle’s pal¬ 
pable ’80s-throwback aesthetic crossed 
with the twirly-girly, smiley-faced 
nouveau-rave dancefloor vibe in the 
“Je Veux Te Voir” video — squeaky- 
cute aerobics, girl-gang dance moves, 
and a crayon-bright pop aesthetic, 
oo-la-la — evokes the seemingly last 
microsecond of dance-pop innocence 
when Her Madgesty, Salt-N-Pepa, 
and J.J. Fad ruled the school canteen. 
Who needs to speak the language 
when confronted with the inexorable, 
happy-sad-but-mostly-happy sizzle of 
“Tristesse/Joie,” given a Reebok com¬ 
mercial makeover this past summer? 

So why France and why now? 
According to Budet, “maybe because 
France is well-located between 
English pop, German electro, and 
American production! It’s geography!” 

Mais oui, Budet enjoys life — and 
exclamation points! Though our 
trans-Atlantic phone tete-a-tete didn’t 
materialize, I managed to connect 
via e-mail with the Bretagne-born 
vocalist, who’s more comfortable 
answering questions in writing when 
she isn’t slinking around onstage like 
a T-shirted electro-pop whippet. Of 
course, she isn’t quite as wholesome as 
she might appear: her first MySpace 


hit — “Short Dick Cuizi,” a poke at 
Cuizinier of French hip-hop group 
TTC and an early incarnation of “Je 
Veux Te Voir,” famously samples the 
bassline of “Short Dick Man.” “The 
songs are about our lives and our pro¬ 
ductions,” she writes. “I think about 
everything in Pop Up [her new debut 
on Source Etc/Caroline/EMI]: dil- 
dos, but death, too.” 

Some fans might be taken aback 
by Budet’s live appearances, which are 
low on the diva-esque antics and high 
on the every-girl bounce. “We natu¬ 
rally worked hard on our show,” she 
writes, predicting ghosts onstage for 
her Halloween appearance. “It’s nor¬ 
mal for us to give a real show, not only 
the songs like on the album. Drums 
bring a lot of energy, and we build our 
live set like a DJ set, mixing the songs 
together, adding production. We have 
a compromise that seems to work: 
we rock the dancers and we dance 
the rockers!” So get your fill of Yelle 
because 2009 will be “the year of the 
break,” Budet suspects. “We have to 
take time at home or people are gonna 
hate us, ahah!” sfbg

Electronic music’s oracle Flying Lotus 
sails easily from the bedroom to Burial 



Flying Lotus says. “SexSlaveShip” 
builds on a more obscure source: 
ambient/acoustic folk artist Matthew 
David’s Spills (Plug Research). 
Another track, “GNG BNG,” draws 
inspiration from DJ Shadow’s break¬ 
beat experiments of the late ’90s. 

As a result, Los Angeles, released 
in June, is part modern-day hom¬ 
age to California’s holistic vibes 
and progressive utopianism, and 
part science-fiction film, making 
for an arrestin g future present. “It’s 
the classic hero’s journey kind of 
thing, basically a story like a film,” 
Flying Lotus says, adding that the 
movie that initially inspired him was 
Ridley Scott’s classic 1982 dystopia 
Blade Runner. “It’s the soundtrack to 
a movie that doesn’t exist.”

“I remember in the beginning I used 
to fuck around and not care about 
anything at all,” says Steven Ellison, 
who records under the guise Flying 
Lotus. “But now it’s, like, Thom 
Yorke likes my music, dog. Now I 
think, oh shit, will Thom like this 
beat?” 

It must be a happy conundrum 
to wonder if one of the world’s big¬ 
gest rock stars will like your new 
song. Tinkering around his studio 
in Winnetka, a sleepy suburb in the 
San Fernando Valley, Flying Lotus 
works on a long-distance project 
with Burial. When he’s done, he’ll 
send the track over to the United 
Kingdom for the junglist producer 
to tweak. News of Flying Lotus col¬ 
laborating with Burial, two of elec¬ 
tronic music’s freshest new stars, will 
probably make some fans smile with 
pleasure. From Radiohead’s Yorke 
and Portishead’s Geoff Barrow — 
who recently noted in an interview 
with Remix that Flying Lotus makes 
“pure, mad music” — to the beat 
heads who ravenously scoop up any 
new Lotus material, everyone seems 
to love FlyLo. 

So how did Flying Lotus become 


the so-called Chosen One? Los 
Angeles teems with a renaissance of 
kindred spirits. Carlos Nino (whose 
range includes Gaby Hernandez’s 
progressive folk valentine When Love 
[Armed Orphan] and Lil Sci’s rap 
treatise What's the Science ? [Shaman 
Work]), Daedelus (who blends early 
1990s zoo rave with film soundtrack 
compositions) and Nobody (whose 
Nobody Presents Blank Blue: Western 
Water Music Vol. II [Ubiquity] eyes 
’60s-ish psychedelic pop) all use elec¬ 
tronic music as a starting point for 
forays into various genres. 

Andrew Meza, who hosts 
BTS Radio on CSU-Fullerton and 
was an early champion of Flying 
Lotus, compares the scene to the 
vaunted “New Hollywood” wave of 
American directors in the early ’70s. 
“It’s a really small group of people 
doing really cool things,” he says. In 
his opinion, Flying Lotus stands out 
in part because of his studio tech¬ 
niques. Although the artist records 
in a bedroom, his music sounds as 
polished as a major label product. 

“People used to say this about 
Dilla — and I’m in no way compar¬ 
ing him to Dilla — that [when he 
finished beats] it sounded like every¬ 
thing was already EQ^ed and mas¬ 
tered,” Meza says. “With [Lotus], 


his shit seems so much louder and 
bass-y.” 

Now, as a leader of the flourish¬ 
ing beat movement, Flying Lotus has 
launched a digital label, Brainfeeder, 
to issue projects from like-minded 
friends such as Samiyam and Ras G. 
To promote the label, he’s throwing 
a Brainfeeder Festival Nov. 8 at 103 
Harriet St. 

The best music often sounds 
like everything and nothing before 
it. Flying Lotus’ work evokes com¬ 
parisons to J Dilla and Madlib and 
fits neatly into flavor-of-the-moment 
trends like 8-bit and dubstep, yet it 
is also excitingly unique. He utilizes 
standard bedroom production equip¬ 
ment, including a MacBook Pro 


and a Novation 25 MIDI control¬ 
ler, to make hauntingly fluid and 
improvisatory sounds. “My whole 
setup is probably less than a couple 
of Gs, man,” he says by phone from 
Winnetka. 

He samples other people’s work, 
then renders the sounds so unrec¬ 
ognizable he often can’t remember 
what they originally were. On 
Los Angeles (Warp), Flying Lotus 
pays homage to his late aunt, the 
great jazz pianist and harpist Alice 
Coltrane, by appropriating material 
from her 1968 debut, A Monastic 
Trio (Impulse!), for “Auntie’s Harp.” 
“I tried my best to transform all the 
harp stuff so it didn’t sound like the 
original, but still had the essence,” 


The recording’s mood ranges 
from the deeply reflective vibes of 
“Golden Diva” to the steel drum- 
speckled techno funk of “Parisian 
Goldfish.” There are a few vocal 
pieces on Los Angeles, particularly 
the lushly sensuous “RobertaFlack” 
with Turkish artist Ahu “Dolly” 
Keleslogu, whom Flying Lotus met 
online. For the most part, however, 
its liquid hip-hop instrumentals sing 
louder than words. As FlyLo puts it, 
“I wanted to make music that didn’t 
need a voice.” sfbg

WELCOME TO MY DREAMSCAPE: MICHAEL ZAPRUDER TAPS INTO SLEEPY-TIME RICHES 


Here’s the curse of deep sleepers: they never remembers their 
dreams. As someone who snaps out of bed in the morning with¬ 
out one recollection of what happened behind shut eyes, I’ve 
always been envious of folks who can recount the vivid details 
of their dreams. Instead, I’ve taken to filling my awake time with 
art that sends my neurons firing in similarly seemingly random 
configurations. If I can’t do it myself, I might as well find people 
who can help do it for me. 

This is where local singer-songwriter Michael Zapruder 
comes in. As a champion of blurring the lines between the banal 
and bizarre, of sticking the unexpected into the most familiar 
settings, the smooth-baritoned storyteller has more than a 
few dreams to spare for the rest of us. His most recent disc, 
the appropriately wobbly-monikered Dragon Chinese Cocktail 
Horoscope (SideCho), thrives on spinning long-lingering images 
— spiders on ice cream cones, lovers transformed into pieces 
of hay — into songs that remain rather confessional in tone. 

At their core, these could be considered folk numbers, but 
Zapruder adorns them with not only with psychedelic wordplay, 
but with glowing electronics and an indie-rock-spirited willing¬ 
ness for experimentation. It’s a balancing act of tremendous 
agility, relating tales at once earthy and strangely disorienting. 

“My goal is to write songs that work as extended hypnotic 
vignettes. That’s my realm,” Zapruder explains over the phone 
from Mojave, en route to the next stop of his cross-country 
tour. After completing the much-publicized “52 Songs” project 



at the end of 1999 — he wrote, recorded, and posted online 
one tune per week for an entire year — the vocalist realized 
that these dream-state compositions were among his most 
successful. Several projects have followed, but Horoscope could 
be his finest expression of erasing the lines between sleep and 
wakefulness. 

Opener “New Year,” with its twinkling atmospherics and 
rolling brushed-drum rhythm, joined by Zapruder’s intimate 
hushes at the mic, feels like some of the more recent output 
from art-popper David Sylvian. The song has all the hallmarks of 
a late-night confessional, but a closer listen reveals a fever-rush 
of paper dragons, broken beds, and cowboys. “Ads for Feelings” 
carefully, steadily mesmerizes with a light pulsating tempo, 


soft-spoken keyboard sighs, and a recited vocal melody — only 
to shake the listener from the trance with delirious twirls of 
flute. Zapruder hardly sounds like he’s among the ranks of 
the awake, yet he insists, “I couldn’t sleep, I was watching the 
night / It was throwing little pebbles at the back of my head.” 

The album’s focal point is the nine-minute “Black Wine,” 
a spellbinding torrent of interwoven images of family gather¬ 
ings and ugly mayhem, coolly and methodically delivered over 
a slow blues. Here, otherwise-benign references to bread and 
wine commingle with blood and bones while a pair of wraithlike 
female voices warn of impending doom. The dreamlike whim¬ 
sies of elsewhere have instead been replaced with something 
considerably more nightmarish in spirit. Asked about the origins 
of the song, Zapruder lets out a hearty laugh: “I just wanted 
to juxtapose the idea of a normal holiday meal with a monster 
story. So I stepped into that world and looked around for a 
while.” (Todd Lavoie)

Sisters from 
another planet 

Labelle reignites their silver streak

A few weekends back, I rose at the 
crack of dawn to see Allen Toussaint 
perform at Joe’s Pub in Manhattan 
for the venue’s 10th anniversary cel¬ 
ebrations. Although it was Sunday 
morning and the show was free, nary 
any Negroes on site for the New 
Orleans master. However shameful 
this lack, the show was well worth 
it, especially for Toussaint’s mesmer¬ 
izing extended version of “Southern 
Nights,” replete with rich anecdotes 
about midcentury black life in 
Louisiana’s parishes. Right before this 
transcendent trip, a middle-aged lady 
fan down front cried out for him to 
perform the Labelle hit he produced, 
“Lady Marmalade.” Toussaint obliged 
with a few lines before jokingly ges¬ 
turing into the air before him, “Take 
it, Patti!” 

Upon listening to the just- 
released Back to Now (Verve), I’m 
reminded of the trickster-ish spirit 
Toussaint reanimated around that 
song, as well as the reaffirmation of 
the quality of talent that’s always been 
summoned to work with the three 
titanesses of Labelle: Sarah Dash, 
Nona Hendryx, and Patti LaBelle. 

In the 30-plus years since the era’s 
premier woman rock trio disbanded, 
there has been a short list of female, 


or female-fronted, acts that could 
bring something sonically strong 
to the arena Labelle dominated in 
the early 1970s, but none could top 
them. Right now the only promis¬ 
ing heiresses really worth discussing 
are Me’Shell NdegeOcello, Leela 
James, Nikka Costa, the Noisettes’ 
Shingai Shoniwa, Janelle Monae, and 
Fantasia, but most of these have suf¬ 
fered the indifference of the public to 
a degree and, worse, been thwarted 
repeatedly by the industry. The mer¬ 
ciful window of sonic vitality and 
relative aesthetic freedom Labelle 
once enjoyed during my childhood 
now seems like a chimera. Almost as 
if their hallowed career operates on a 
silver ship far out in parallel space — 
we can thus glean stardust of Labelle’s 
body of work, though their vessel is 
too many light years away to tilt this 
planet back on its rightful axis. 

Talkin’ ’bout bold as love: the 
all-girl band’s new Back to Now 
— don’t call it a comeback, but a 
reconstruction — will hopefully serve 
as a beacon to light the way along 
the hard path young female artists 
are forced to tread. Kicking off with 
Hendryx in fine songwriting form 
on “Candlelight” — a twang ballad 
spurred to the brink of disco-coun¬ 
try and ably handled from Lenny 
Kravitz’s production chair — this new

disc contains no filler save the debut 
single. To these ears, Wyclef Jean’s 
“Roll Out” is the weak link — don’t 
want any Akon-sounding mess in 
my grown-woman funk, but I under¬ 
stand the biniss need to kowtow to 
Ringtone Nation. I am positively cer¬ 
tain that when Gentleman Toussaint 
cut my favorite single, “What Can I 
Do for You,” with Labelle in 1974, he 
never envisioned such a pass. 

Fortunately, “Superlover” comes 
next to cleanse the palate, contem¬ 
plative in its easing of the group’s 
patented sound in the direction of 
hallowed love testaments like “Isn’t 
It a Shame.” Kravitz has finally met 
his match and found his metier while 
manning the knobs for this project. 
When I first learned of his presence 
the year before last, it seemed fitting 
that he should be summoned along¬ 
side Gamble and Huff, not merely 
because his best work owes a debt to 
classic Philly and Chi-Town soul, but 
because one figures correctly that his 


respect for icons of Labelle’s caliber 
would bring the best out of him. The 
sublime, delicately bouncy funk of 
Hendryx’s next superb shot, “System,” 
could be the key to his ultimate dis¬ 
covery of his voice. 

One knows Kravitz must have 
salivated over the unearthed 1970 
track “Miss Otis Regrets,” which 
includes the late Stones associate 
Nicky Hopkins on piano and Who 
drummer Keith Moon. It’s a magnifi¬ 
cent album closer, but its back-to-the- 
future feedback loop in conversation 
with Hendryx’s own compositions 
only underscores the fact that she 
remains the great enigma of late 
20th century vanguard pop and 
Afrofuturist rock, one of an elite few 
of the most undersung song-catch¬ 
ers way past overdue to be seriously 
studied by music and culture scholars. 
Should Labelle’s ever-loving vodun 
fail in the marketplace, Back to Now 
has more than justified their redraw¬ 
ing of their circle, sfbg 


EXUBERANCE WITH BITE: WHITE FANG'S WILD GENIUS 


They once were distant from the excitement, 40 
blocks beyond 82nd Street — a dividing line that 
Erik Gage dramatically refers to as the “Berlin Wall 
of culture” in Portland, Ore. He and his bandmates in 
White Fang grew up in the PDX ’burbs round 122nd 
Street, starting a CD-R — or, rather, “CD-Gnar” — 
label in high school. As popular as they were round 
the cafeteria — they’d hop up on the tables and sing 
— the attention they’ve lately received is even more 
impressive: MTVnews.com, XLR8R, and Billboard 
have all knocked at Gage’s phone line, over which he 
gladly engaged with the Guardian shortly before the 
launch of the band’s national fall tour. 

Of all the coverage, the write-up that Gage, 
now 19, seems most proud of is the review they got 
in The Oregonian, which gave their new Marriage 
Records debut, Pure Evil, an A-. “My girlfriend’s mom 
read it,” he exclaims. His enthusiasm speaks to White 
Fang’s whole deal: if they can excite those right 
around them, whether the numerous friends’ bands 
Gage mentions or his lady friend’s mum, they’re 
happy. This earnest eagerness was particularly 
striking at their summer gig at the Lobot Gallery in 
Oakland, where a crowd of less than 10 got utterly 



whomped with a two-drummer, extra-intimidating 
lineup including second kit-man Chuck Hoffand. 
White Fang’s core membership — guitarist Kyle 
Wolfgang, drummer Jim Leslie, and Gage, who sings 
— have had several members pass through their 
ranks, lately counting six members for their touring 
group. Only one drummer this time out, but Gage 
promises it’ll be great. 

“It still gets pretty damn crazy every show,” 
Gage says, citing a gutter-punk fistfight at a recent 
house show as a particularly frenzied example 
of this. Fang used to be more mild-mannered, he 


explains, playing “twee-ish, K Records-type stuff,” 
before they picked up electric guitars to chan¬ 
nel their “African tribal drum music” influence for 
“Pterodactyl,” a contribution to the guilty pleasures- 
themed Grown Zone comp on States Rights last year. 
“Twee-ish” has since given way to Pure Evil, with a 
freewheeling energy that takes mere moments to 
adore: “Breakfast” hobbles from Black Flag riffing 
into an exuberant, infectious three-chord collapse. 

After the tour, they’ll record an LP titled Cheerful 
Poetry of the Cosmos for States Rights, and alongside 
Gage’s Gnar Tapes and Shit label, Fang will initiate a 
new imprint under Marriage’s wing: Chips, which will 
be dedicated to releasing split singles. Evil? More like 
pure genius. (Michael Harkin)

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MAVIS STAPLES 
Live: Hope at the Hideout 

(Anti-) 

As a central figure in the civil 
rights movement — thanks to 
her role as lead vocalist of the 
legendary Staples Singers as well 
as her family’s record of freedom 
marches and protests at the side 
of the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. — national treasure Mavis 
Staples can speak with author¬ 
ity on the subjects of change and 
hope. Little surprise, then, that 
these themes are the blood and 
sinew of Live: Hope At the Hideout, 
a blazing rally cry for better days 
timed for an Election Day release. 
Performing earlier this year at 
the Chicago nightclub that gives 
the disc its title, Staples promises 
listeners “joy, happiness, inspira¬ 
tion, and positive vibrations,” 
alongside an unstated declaration 
of change-gonna-come in the 
form of Barack Obama. Not only 
does she succeed spectacularly in 
shining much-needed light into the 
current darkness, she also serves 
up a galvanizing endorsement of 
the senator she has compared to 
King himself. 

Drawing largely from We’ll 
Never Turn Back (Anti-, 2007), 
Staples rekindles the firepower of 
classics such as “We Shall Not Be 
Moved” with interpretations that 
are equal parts gutsy blues and 
foot-soldier gospel. Accompanied 
by a three-piece, the vocalist 
presents these anthems not as 
relics of the past. Rather, she 
frames them in the context of an 
America still plagued with injus¬ 
tice. Particularly revelatory is her 
take on Buffalo Springfield’s “For 
What It’s Worth.” Here the song’s 
familiar cry — “paranoia strikes 
deep” — feels like Staples’ three- 
word summation of the Bush/ 
Cheney years. (Todd Lavoie) 


CRYSTAL STILTS 
Alight of Night 

(Slumberland) 

Confronted with the music of 
Brooklyn’s faux-kiwi popsters 
Crystal Stilts — not to be con¬ 
fused with Crystal Antlers or 
Crystal Castles — your typical 
former college radio DJ is of two 
minds: on the one hand, there’s an 
urgent need to contextualize the 
quintet’s sound, and on the other, 
a potentially hopeless desire to 
deal with the music on its own 
merits. What’s even trickier is that 
the band’s official debut, Alight of 
Night, seems to be made of noth¬ 
ing but reference, yet manages to 
rip with inspiring consistency. 

It’s not exactly right to say the 
band only emulates Dunedin, New 
Zealand’s deeply weird and fertile 
1980s indie-pop scene — the 
one that produced the brief ’n’ 
perfect melodies that character¬ 
ize the Clean and the close, humid 
atmosphere of Look Blue Go 
Purple. But it’s unmistakably there 
in the way the music works. Just 
check how the piping Casio that 
caps the choruses of theme song 
“Crystal Stilts” makes it sound like 
the group may as well be invent¬ 
ing rockabilly as they go along. 
Ultimately I keep coming back to 
the Crystal Stilts for this: even if 
their lo-fi ways are a put-on, they 
capture a sense of giddy potential 
with startling frequency. (Brandon

FRIENDLY FIRES 
Friendly Fires 

(XL) 

It sure is nice to see the indie kids 
dancing again. I was awfully worried 
about the glaring dearth of rhyth¬ 
mic hipster motion — then along 
came folks like LCD Soundsystem to 
remind us that uncrossing our arms 
is an acceptable means of self- 
expression. Lesson duly learned, 
the indie dance train is still rolling 
strong — witness Friendly Fires. 
Named from a song by 1980s/’90s 
dance-rockers Section 25, the 
UK band arrives well-versed in 
Reagan-era groove but is unwilling 
to settle for mere retro-mimicry. 
Here elements of early Duran Duran 
and Prince commingle with My 
Bloody Valentine-inspired textures 
and occasional Latin rhythms in 
an effort to render a new strain of 
21st century dance-rock. 

When this debut succeeds, 
it works spectacularly. With its 
ultra-dank wah-wah guitar, “In 
the Hospital” brilliantly revamps 
the melody of Talking Heads’ 
“Crosseyed and Painless” into a 
jittery flute-popping slab of disco- 
funk. The euphoric romanticism of 
“Paris” heaps layers of shoegaze-y 
synth washes onto a cracking 
cowbell groove — M83 meets 
Trouble Funk, perhaps. Vocalist Ed 
Macfarlane occasionally succumbs 
to the overwhelmingly optimistic 
thrust of the disc, resulting in a few 
moments of over-earnestness. All 
is forgiven, however, upon a listen 
to “Jump in the Pool,” an ecstatic 
zigzag connecting the dense atmo¬ 
spherics of MBV with a sweaty 
samba booty-shake. (Todd Lavoie)

DAVE AJU Open Wide (CIRCUSCOMPANY) 

Sometimes too much context can kill a good thing. Dave Aju makes house music using only sounds from his 
mouth, but if you think too much about this while listening to Open Wide, you might ruin the experience. This is a 
seamless work of house concrete, and its crisp vintage synths and loose bass thump makes Matmos’ A Chance to 
Cut is a Chance to Cure (Matador, 2001) sound as gory as Grand Guignol. The aquatic “Crazy Place” is Open Wide’s 
minimal-leaning single, but the album gets even more interesting when it goes into goofier territory. Take the 
refined cholo strut of the product-plugging “Tapatio,” or the total boner-funk narrative of “Bump” for a spin. It’s 
the sort of range that’s scarce among this year’s house and electro-pop full-lengths, and with the collapse of the 
economy and all, Aju’s economy of means is a small, hopeful comfort. (Brandon Bussolini)

Parts and Labor 


PREVIEW The hiss and garble of a psychedelic seeker mid-acid 
trip, the righteous fury of a dad scolding a litterbug, and the sod¬ 
den sadness of paranoiac who suspects secret agents are tailing him. All 
these sounds unexpectedly, remarkably crop up on Parks and Labor’s new 
Receivers (Jagjaguwar). 

When I last caught the band, clobbering all in earshot with a propul¬ 
sive, post-punk power-skronk, at South by Southwest a few years ago, I 
never imagined the Brooklyn-Union, N.J.-Milwaukee, Wis., combo would 
be going into interstellar overdrive and taking a page from the starlog 
of Pink Floyd’s The Dark Side of the Moon (Capitol, 1973). In creating 
Receivers prog-orchestral sound, Parts and Labor referenced not only the 
exploratory courage of Wire’s Chairs Missing (Harvest, 1978), but Dark 
Side’s use of samples. Its overarching inspiration: the general glut of digital 
information, which spurred the group to invited listeners to submit samples 
for Receivers via its MySpace page. The combo used all 650 or so, of them 

— altering, pitch-shifting, and morphing the contributions along the way 

— vocalist-bassist BJ Warshaw assures me by phone from Indiana. 

“We always got friends to appear on recordings, so Dan [Friel, vocals 
and electronics] and I thought, why limit this?” he recalls. “Why not ask 
the world and see what comes of it?” It led to an “intense but fun” mixing 
job. The satellite noise, say, at the onset of Receivers was created by playing 
every sample simultaneously. Still, one’s enjoyment of the album doesn’t 
depend at all on one’s appreciation of the band’s technical and conceptual 
machinations, which climax with the hurtling “Solemn Show World.” And 
the world can continue to experience the disc’s sampling project on the 
road: “We’ve got a toll-free phone number [1-888-317-5596] that people 
can call, and we’ve been improvising, working the calls into the live show, 
which has been really fun,” Warshaw says. “We’ve got 20 sounds so far, 
and it’s only the second day of the tour.” (Kimberly Chun)

PREVIEW When the Mayan apocalypse hits in 2012, Devin the Dude 
mmm will have been at this rap stuff for two decades. Although the new 
Landing Gear (Razor and Tie) is the fifth solo album he’s released since 1998, 
it’s the first since 2007’s Waitin' to Inhale (Rap-a-Lot) upgraded his status 
from “underground rapper” to “underground rapper people know about.” With 
hip-hop shrinking proportionally to the idea of a mainstream, it’s the right 
time for a rapper like the Dude to emerge: he’s from Houston, and the tracks 
have less syrupy roll than crate-digger haze, less of UGK’s hard-assed shit-talk 
and more chuckling self-deprecation. 

Like its predecessors, Landing Gear isn’t “conscious” hip-hop. Devin’s 
priorities on the recording are, in order, getting high, getting over heartbreak, 
and getting laid. That said, musically, a corner of the disc is dipped in the 
same juice that Erykah Badu’s year-making New Amerykah, Pt. 1:4th World 
War (Motown) stews in: check the subtle earbud phase and Garageband 
multitrack cooing on the sleazeball come-on “Let Me Know It’s Real.” If 
there’s a difference between Landing Gear and Waitin' to Inhale , it’s the latter’s 
willingness to go places the former doesn’t. Revenge fantasy “Just Because,” 
off Waitin', is as funny as it is disturbing. And the fact that Devin doesn’t 
exempt himself of responsibility for his fantasies makes it compelling. Landing 
Gear isn’t any less vivid in approaching similar feelings, though alongside “I 
Don’t Chase ’Em” — an obligatory bid for airplay — the stakes feel smaller. 
But that’s just fine. Devin still has a couple releases before the apocalypse.

Xbox activism 

Gas Zappers taps into gaming, 
photomontage, and acid-y color schemes 
for politicized play

REVIEW The day after the last 
2008 presidential debate, the stock 
market rollercoastered, however 
tenuously, to a high point, and oil 
prices plummeted. One would think 
those would be hopeful omens 

— on NPR, a woman interviewed 
on the street claimed lower gas 
prices were akin to a miracle. Yet 
the current ability to get the news 
the moment it happens — where 
would we be without e-alerts 
regarding daily Wall Street dramas? 

— has conditioned us to believe 
tomorrow might offer a radically 
different story. When OPEC calls 
an emergency meeting, and the US 
feds hold a global economic sum¬ 
mit, who knows which side of the 
economic seesaw we’ll occupy at 
sunset? 

Right now, you could say the 
economy is a form of conceptual art 
writ large, with real world implica¬ 
tions. The numbers are based on 
shifts in mood and degrees of con¬ 
fidence, rather than anything you 
could really put your finger on (like 
cold hard cash). Apparently the idea 
that the earth’s thermostat is dialed 
up to a higher temperature is simi¬ 
larly conceptual. A surprising num¬ 


ber of Americans — about 50 per¬ 
cent in a Pew Research Center poll 
taken last summer — believe there’s 
no such thing as global warming, 
and if there were, its causes cannot 
be scientifically determined. (Say 
bye-bye to the king penguin.) 

Volatile situations have a way 
of generating free-floating cultural 
anxiety, and perhaps one of art’s 
jobs is to assuage it, or at least 
render it in unexpected terms and 
media. Kenneth Tin-Kin Hung’s 
Internet-based game project Gas 
Zappers does both. Using a color¬ 
ful cast of characters wrested from 
online news outlets, it maintains a 
brash, interactive appeal as it tackles 
the implications of global warning 
and shifty petroleum economies. 

An animated digital collage, it takes 
two forms — a single-channel digi¬ 
tal video, and a series of interactive 
computer games that can be viewed 
and played on a large flat screen 
monitor. It’s also accessible online. 

The most attractive aspect of 
Gas Zappers video version is its 
amped-up lucidity. Hung may be 
trafficking in environmental activ¬ 
ism, but his vision of green takes 
on the gloriously corrosive hue of 
antifreeze. The piece is rendered in 
a color scheme you could describe as 
a toxic chemical rainbow. Art with 


social intent is often deemed didac¬ 
tic, but Hung steers clear of such 
charges with unabashed satire that 
plays like John Heartfield — the 
master of Hitler-hating WWII 
photomontage — meets South Park 
on YouTube. 

Gas Zappers appeal stems partly 
from the zeal with which Hung 
tosses cultural and political refer¬ 
ences. A polar bear, cast from its 
frozen habitat, navigates through 
a global landscape of energy issues 
— and celebrity spokespeople. 
Leonardo DiCaprio’s there, as is 
George W. Bush (as a barbecue 
grillmaster) and A1 Gore (in a polar 
bear costume accessorized with 
Nobel bling). A1 gags the prez on a 
compact fluorescent bulb and then 
sits on his face, issuing a forceful 
invitation: “Try my greenhouse gas, 
sucker.” 

Hung, who studied at San 
Francisco State University and 
showed an equally brash Internet- 
critique piece in Bay Area Now 3, 
is an artist of our moment. With 
this project, he has devised perhaps 
the perfect, time-filling, politically 
astute work for Berkeley tree-sit¬ 
ters — and those of us who wish we 
had the time and gumption to get 
up off our asses and make a differ¬ 
ence. SFBG

“Banned and Recovered: 
Artists Respond to Censorship” 


PREVIEW San Francisco Center for the Book makes an ideal SF 
mmm setting for “Banned and Recovered,” a group exhibition devoted to 
censored literature. (The exhibition also has an East Bay installment at 
Oakland’s African American Museum and Library.) Not all the contribu¬ 
tors present examples of book art, though. Enrique Chagoya’s large painting 
Double Portrait of William Burroughs turns its subject’s face into, among other 
things, a pizza of disconnected Peter Bagge-like facial features. Appreciative 
of Burroughs but far from worshipful, Chagoya also taps into 1950s horror 
film iconography, depicting the author as a little fly excreting waste. 

Among those artists who work directly with books as materials or 
create them, standouts include: Wendy Miller’s Joseph Cornell-like sewn- 
shut Harry Potter and the Chamber of Secrets ; Barbara Kossy’s The Origin of 
Species (which draws upon of an old illustrated guide to birds); and Brian 
Dettmer’s Brave New World (which uses Aldous Huxley’s tome to create a 
brain facsimile that also looks like an retro-futurist temple). 

The exhibition is well arranged — it’s a smart move to place Emory 
Douglas next to Favianna Rodriguez, who continues Douglas’ graphic tra¬ 
dition. But the presentation of most works is too heavy on exposition, to a 
degree that can inhibit one’s interpretive, um, readings. Some pieces dodge 
this restrictive feeling through playful, imaginative approaches. Jonathan 
Burstein, who recently had an excellent show at Patricia Sweetow Gallery, 
dolls up the Marquis de Sade so he becomes a cherry-cheeked Mona Lisa. 
Nigel Poor’s Washed Books makes good on its title, putting nine prose works 
about women — including Vladimir Nabokov’s 1955 Lolita and Stephen 
King’s 1974 Carrie — through the washer until poetry emerges from the 
lint. (Johnny Ray Huston)

No-brainer 

A cool Hot Lobotomy delivers

REVIEW The title of David Szlasas 
peculiar, compact, and appealing new 
work suggests one ready avenue of 
flight from a world gone mad, but in 
fact fantasies of escape take more than 
one form in My Hot Lobotomy, now up 
at CounterPULSE. And while escap¬ 
ism is exactly what the piece concerns 
itself with, the import is anything but 
apathetic or disengaged. A cheerfully 
quirky, Beckett-like duet wrapped 
in luxurious silences, snatches of 
recorded dialogue, short blasts of song 
and free-style dance, and a dreamy 
videoscape of environmental disin¬ 
tegration, My Hot Lobotomy is full of 
restive thought. 

Like Szlasas installation-per¬ 
formance work on the atomic bomb, 
2004 s GADGET, My Hot Lobotomy 
pokes at that psychic terrain joining 
the human capacity for denial with 
man-made catastrophe. In this case, 
the catastrophe is the rapid warm¬ 
ing of the planet, which remains 
stubbornly just beyond the necessary 
concerted and rational response. But 
Lobotomy s approach is both more 
traditional and more oblique than 
the environmental strategy employed 
in GADGET, which had audiences 
wandering around a noisy club-like 
atmosphere enveloped by video pro¬ 
jections and spotted with localized 
audio segments. 


Quietly trained on the internal 
and external minutiae of its main 
character — a mute and semi-veg¬ 
etative post-op named Joey (Erin 
Mei-Ling Stuart) — the play never 
feels crudely weighty or political, let 
alone like a piece of agitprop. Instead, 
it unfolds like a loopy, semi-looping 
trance, a restless and sardonic ditty, 
or a closet poem stashed away in Pee- 
wees Playhouse. Lobotomy s low-key 
faux naivete bristling with caged ener¬ 
gies and subversive instincts — much 
as Joey’s shiny turquoise sneaks, pop¬ 
ping out from under a bland ensemble 
of sports coat and chinos, hints at dor¬ 
mant life beneath a numbed surface. 

The play acts to slow us down 
almost immediately — almost as 
much as Joey, who does nothing for 
the first several minutes but stare 
back at us blankly from a chair in the 
center of the stage. This mirror effect, 
uncomfortably amusing, grows in 
significance when we learn that Joey 
— in shades of the Ramones — has 
given himself a homemade lobotomy. 
Well, you might ask, who hasn’t? 
Szlasa gives us plenty of space to pon¬ 
der the question, gradually unfold¬ 
ing the method and motive behind 
Joey’s condition as we share in the 
meditative, vaguely bemused mood he 
projects. 

It’s a knock at the door that dis¬ 
turbs this waking slumber. A guy 
(Spencer Evans) enters delivering a 
pizza, a slice of which Joey chews 


with silent satisfaction. The man then 
returns with a boombox and a cassette 
tape, careful to demonstrate to Joey 
how they go together. On the tape, 
Joey speaks to himself with prerecord¬ 
ed words of instruction, clarification, 
and encouragement. The delivery guy, 
we learn, has been paid in advance to 
bring all Joey will need in his new, 
streamlined life. Returning to the 
stage with a guitar, he also delivers 
something to the audience, at odd 
moments and even odd angles: a series 
of witty songs — variously contrib¬ 
uted by Carrie Baum, Cody James 
Bentley, Sean Hayes, and Joshua 
Lowe — telling the story of Joey in 
terms that slyly critique what they 
describe. 

The limited world Joey has 
structured for his new self— with 
its prerecorded, too certain insistence 
that everything is “gonna be really, 
really great” — eventually unravels 
among a clutter of pizza boxes and, 
more alarmingly, a series of fraught 
dreams, as the unstructured world 
outside, which appears as a video 
montage of global warming over a 
gentle cloudscape at the back of the 
stage, slips in with growing insistence. 
The increasing dissonance provokes 
another transformation in Joey, and 
another attempt to scurry for cover. 

It’s a rush of new life whose meaning 
may be ambiguous, but hardly empty- 
headed. SFBG

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Yaelisa and Caminos Flamencos 


PREVIEW How many outside the flamenco family — a sizable one in 
the Bay Area — realize just how special an artist Yaelisa is? In a less 
ghettoized genre, this Emmy-winning and always expanding and deepening 
performer and choreographer would be considered a superstar. Yaelisa foregoes 
some of the showbiz antics of her colleagues for performances that are no less 
captivating and, frequently, more intelligently planned and presented. Her 
monthly Cafe Flamenco sessions — every third Sunday of the month and cur¬ 
rently at Theater Artaud — have become a Bay Area staple. 

The Yaelisa and Caminos Flamenco ensemble includes Melissa Cruz, 
Christina Hall, Mariana Elana, and Fanny Ara. Each of these women is a 
soloist in her own right. For the company’s new program, Canciones , Yaelisa 
and her dancers are stepping beyond their comfort level into non-flamenco 
music — not exactly a new idea, but one that apparently Yaelisa has wanted 
to explore for a long time. The impetus came from a 2006 collaboration with 
tap virtuoso Savion Glover that involved Brazilian funk, Miles Davis, and 
Dave Brubeck. Canciones — with guest dancer Timo Nunez — includes music 
by Iron and Wine and the Spanish pop group Ketama and live sounds by 
Sonikete, as well as more traditional compositions by Isaac Albeniz. Latin per¬ 
cussionist Michael Spiro and vocalists Felix de Lola and Miguel Rosendo join 
music director and master flamenco artist Jason McGuire. (Rita Felciano)

Frank, of course, oversees the salacious, 
storm-shrouded castle wherein car-stranded, 
newly engaged squares Brad (Jason Hoover) and 
Janet (Rebecca Pingree) find themselves morally 
corrupted, or lightened up anyway. The basic if 
durable story also revolves around Frank’s new 
creation, a blond Adonis-like hunk of self-indul¬ 
gence he calls Rocky (Scott Gessford), and the 
backlash that comes from backstabbing servants 
Riff Raff (Manuel Caneri) and Magenta (Jessica 
Coker). Naturally, it’s all an excellent excuse for a 
lot of lighthearted raunch and romp, tricked out 
in fishnets, garters, and black lipstick (the nicely 
trashy/glammy costumes are by Mark Koss) and 
propelled by rock-fueled songs, enduringly catchy 
and solidly rendered under Ben Prince’s musical 
direction, as well as the requisite call-and-response 
from a perennially enthusiastic audience. (Avila)

Set in the newly acquired office of 
ex-priest and first-time therapist Ian (played charm¬ 
ingly by Alex Moggridge), Shining City centers grip- 
pingly on a middle-aged Dublin businessman and 
recent widower (an outstanding Paul Whitworth) 
who, believing he’s been visited by his dead wife, 
turns in desperation to the self-conscious but 
earnest young man, secretly adrift with conflicted 
yearnings and a disintegrating relationship of his 
own. McPherson is a serious storyteller whose 
penchant for ghost stories cleverly emphasizes the 
mediating work stories themselves do: shuttling 
like shades between our inherent loneliness and the 
intangible but inescapable world of other people. On 
the one hand, the play suggests — in psychoana¬ 
lytic fashion — that only by formulating our story 
can we hold our demons at bay, casting some light 
around the darkened impression of our grief and 
anxiety. At the same time, McPherson offers the 
terrible, mischievous logic that stories might in turn 
reach out to us with an urgency of their own. (Avila)

Michael Smuin is gone but judging 
from the company’s most recent concert, it intends 
to continue his legacy of easily digestible choreog¬ 
raphy, dosed with good and at times exciting danc¬ 
ers. It is a little ironic, however, that the current 
program’s most involving choreography was also 
its oldest. Taking his inspiration from pop songs, 
Smuin put together the effervescent Dances with 
Songs for his company’s opening season in 1994. 
With a dab of humor and a dollop of sentimental¬ 
ity, he interpreted the tunes lightly. Resident 
choreographer Amy Seiwert seems to have had her 
mentor’s relatively conservative audience in mind 
for her new Been Through Diamonds. In Seiwert’s 
hands, the easy grace of Mozart’s String Quintet in 
C minor and that era’s contredanse patterns grew 
into a fluidly evolving game of serial monogamies. 
Robert Sund’s choreographically tepid Carmen 
pulled out its melodrama like taffy, although 
Jessica Touchet gave Carmen the requisite injec¬ 
tion of hot temper and hot sex. (Felciano)

WOLFGANG VOIGT — GAS 

By Wolfgang Voigt 
Raster-Noton 
128 pages with CD 
$46.49 

One of many noms de guerre of 
Kompakt Records founder Wolfgang 
Voigt, Gas represented the van¬ 
guard of a techno-ambient hybrid 
that flourished throughout the 
1990s. The cryptic methodologies of 
Stockhausen, the operatic preten¬ 
sions of Wagner, and the libidinal 
energies of Deleuze were bandied 
about in this subculture of citation 
and pastiche. The result was an inter¬ 
disciplinary flourishing of art beyond 
the strict borders of musical format¬ 
ting into mixed media. 

Voigt’s newest release — a book 
of photographs taken throughout 
the forests surrounding his native 
Cologne — is finally gaining inter¬ 
national renown for the record boss, 
composer, and aesthete. The book 
is a cousin to the landmark Nah and 
Fern box set released earlier this year 
by Kompakt. As with Nah and Fern, 
Voigt’s photography centers on the 
forest and the sky — potent artistic 
and political signifiers of nature in the 
German psyche. 

“Gas is Hansel and Gretel on 
acid ... a seemingly endless march 
through the under woods — and into 
the discotheque — of an imaginary, 
nebulous forest,” Voigt has said. In 
reality, Voigt’s images are much less 
jejune or ambulatory than such a 
quote might imply. The dense forest 
tableaux combine the beauty of Lee 
Friedlander’s desert brambles with 
the sinister fluorescent emulsions 
of Warhol’s “Death and Disaster” 
series. The ingress of techne that 
— through serial repetition and frac¬ 
tals — dominates these images in 
turn triggers a surreal aura: the natu¬ 
ral and mechanical blend effortlessly 
in Voigt’s lens. To say these repre¬ 
sentations of the magic forests of 
Germany are disturbing is an under¬ 
statement. But they are also medita¬ 
tive and inspiring. (Erik Morse)

THE BOOK OF LISTS: HORROR

Calling The Book of Lists: Horror a 
reference book seems a bit unfair, if 
only because that designation makes 
it sound like something you don’t 
read front-to-back — something that 
probably doesn’t have a section titled 
“Eli Roth’s Ten Nastiest Horror Movie 
Genital Mutilations.” Roth’s ouchfest 
is only one of the many such lists the 
book offers in its five sections. Film 
and literature receive special atten¬ 
tion, but other horrific areas don’t 
go ignored. The result is a playful, 
comprehensive, and immensely read¬ 
able work. Seasoned horror gurus will 
appreciate veteran list guru David 
Wallechinsky’s annotated look at a 
half-dozen overlooked horror films, 
while anyone who’s not too sensitive 
can enjoy “James Gunn’s Nineteen 
Favorite Reason God Made Humans 
So Squishy.” 

Authors and editors Amy 
Wallace, Del Howison, and Scott 
Bradley have attracted an impressive 
array of talent to make contribu¬ 
tions: Stephen King, Ray Bradbury, 
and a posthumous Johnny Ramone 
all make appearances, and most have 
something interesting to say. With so 
many lists, not all can be as enter¬ 
taining as “Davey Johnson’s Account 
of the Involuntary Reactions of Ten 
Dates to Ten Horror Movie Moments.” 
But since the format allows for 
plenty of skipping around, misguided 
entries can be easily avoided. If 
there’s one real complaint to be lev¬ 
ied against The Book of Lists: Horror, 
it’s that the visual content is under¬ 
whelming. Images should certainly 
accompany lists like “Steve Niles’s 
Top Twenty Horror Comic Covers.” 
Sure, you’d have to lose some text, 
but it’s like they always say — one 
picture of disembowelment is worth 
a thousand words. (Louis Peitzman)

The same issue brings the 
disquieting news, also via advertise¬ 
ment, that Mr. Pharrell Williams has 
a show in a Parisian gallery. Bleh, I’d 
rather dream of buying a brand-new 
New York Post needlepoint pillow by 
under-sung and influential OCD art¬ 
ist Brigid Berlin. 

Madonna and Guy’s divorce 
rules the glossy tabloids. “Tears, 
Lies, and Money,” declares the 
front of OK!, while Us Weekly opts 
for a similar-but-different yellow- 
hued trilogy of ingredients: “Lies, 
Cheating, and Abuse.” Esqaire 
declares Halle Berry “the Sexiest 
Woman Alive,” while L’ Uomo Vogae 
presents Tilda Swinton, looking 
more handsome than she’s managed 
on any recent red carpets.

Flaming in the Castro

At Brandy Ho’s newish outpost in the 
Castro District, the fuchsia-colored 
paper place settings are embossed 
with the image of a chili pepper. For 
spice freaks, this is the equivalent of 
the famous blinking boob in North 
Beach — the neighborhood that is 
the home of the original Brandy Ho’s, 
which turns 30 next year. Let us med¬ 
itate on the complex irony of all this. 

People in the vicinity of their 30th 
birthdays often find themselves with 
procreation on the brain, so perhaps 
it isn’t so surprising that restaurants 
sometimes develop a similar fever. It 
probably isn’t too shocking, either, 
that Brandy Ho’s should have chosen 
to spawn in the heart of the Castro, 
a heavily foot-trafficked neighbor¬ 
hood with something less than a 
cornucopia of Chinese restaurants. 

For years I was a quiet fan of China 
Court, a block away at the corner of 
Castro and 19th streets, but that place 
folded and became something else a 
few years ago, leaving the field pretty 
lightly uncontested. It might be more 
shocking that Brandy Ho’s offspring 
bears so little physical resemblance to 
its parent. 

Brandy Ho’s in the Castro isn’t 
just a Chinese restaurant: it’s a good 
Chinese restaurant, and it’s a Hunan 


Chinese restaurant. It’s also rather 
sensationally good-looking: a rose- 
wood-lined cave — or mining tunnel, 
or (since this is the Castro) sauna 

— fronted with enormous, ground- 
to-ceiling panes of plate glass, which 
makes it easy to observe those who 
are observing you as they drift by. 

You are either inside or outside the 
human aquarium, and it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter which. The Castro is a kingdom 
of darting eyes. If you struggle with 
chopsticks, you might draw a crowd 
of gawkers here. Brandy Ho’s chop¬ 
sticks are plastic, and that’s not the 
best news for beginners and the inept. 
Wood has more grip and is much 
more forgiving. 

Why does Hunan matter? 

Because Hunan food is spicy food, 
and while I have high regard for 
steamed Cantonese or Hakka delica¬ 
cies for their fineness and subtleties, 

I prefer some fire on the plate. I love 
Szechuan food, but there isn’t a lot 
of it to be found in San Francisco. 
Hunan is just about as appealing and, 
perhaps, just a wee bit more refined, at 
least as it’s turned out by the kitchen 
at Brandy Ho’s. 

And — to invert an old saw 

— where there is fire, there must be 
smoke. At Brandy Ho’s, the smoke 
comes not from tea leaves but from 
hardwood, and it results in a set of 
dishes that are exceptionally flavorful 


and quite unlike any other Chinese 
food I’ve eaten. Our server cautioned 
us that there were those who found 
the smokiness of smoked duck 
Hunanese ($12.95) “too strong,” but 
the meat, when it finally floated in as 
a set of osso buco-like pieces on a car¬ 
pet of carrot coins and bamboo shoot 
tabs, was reminiscent of Canadian 
bacon or some other kind of pork that 
had been roasted over a campfire. The 
smoke was smooth, hearty, and gently 
dominant in the manner of a good 
dark beer. Modest inconveniences: 
remnants of bone and dried skin. 
There was some chili heat too, but it 
deferred to the smoke. 

Many of the dishes aren’t spicy at 
all. Steamed dumplings ($5.50) turned 
out to be potstickers, a half-dozen of 
them chubby as well-fed goldfish and 
filled with a tasty but well-behaved 
mince of pork, ginger, garlic, and 
scallion. Hot and sour soup ($3.50) 
was hot mostly in the hot-weather 
sense, but mostly it was bitter. The 
roster of ingredients seemed unre¬ 
markable — eggs, bean curd, bamboo 
shoots, and carrots — but had some 
unannounced greens been stirred into 
the mix, sharpening the soup’s edge? 

And mo si vegetables ($8.95) 

— mu shu is the more familiar English 
spelling — rely mainly on garlic and 
ginger, not hot peppers, for their 
effect. Nonetheless, their effect is

quietly potent, abetted by the hoisin 
sauce you swab on your pancakes 
before filling them with the actual 
stir-fry, whose main players are shred¬ 
ded napa cabbage and tree-ear mush¬ 
rooms, bound together with egg. As 
much as I’ve loved mu shu pork over 
the years, I found this porkless version 
of the dish to be quite as convincing 
as its fleshier siblings and did not miss 
the meat. 

Seinfeld's George liked his chicken 
spicy — and in the third person — 
and he would have liked Brandy Ho’s 
gon-pou chicken Hunan ($8.95), a 
fabulous melange of boneless chicken 
cubes, onion slivers, chunks of red 
bell pepper, garlic, water chestnuts, 
and — most fabulous of all — wok- 
fried peanuts. There was plenty of 
chili-pepper heat in here somewhere. 
We mentioned to our server that we 
wanted the food to be spicy but didn’t 
want to burst into flames, and he’d 
nodded sagely, as if he heard this sort 
of thing every day and took it as a pre¬ 
cise instruction. We ended up tingling 
yet unflaming, so the message must 
have gotten through somehow. 

What was more remarkable was 
the dish’s uncanny resemblance to 
that old Szechuan favorite, kung pao 
chicken. What could distinguish the 
two, besides the spelling? The wok- 
frying of the peanuts? Is that some 
expression of Hunanese character, 


or just a flourish from this particular 
kitchen? Hunan and Szechuan prov¬ 
inces do adjoin each other, so maybe 
neighborliness accounts for some of 
the apparent cross-pollination. 

Considering the quality and 
noteworthiness of the food and the 
restrained high style of the setting, 
Brandy Ho’s is notably inexpensive. 
Although portions are generous, many 
of the dishes cost less than $10, and 
even the pricier ones struggle to reach 
into the low teens. If you’re tired of 
fretting about the stock-market burn- 
off but aren’t yet ready for the depths 
of Carl’s Jr. or microwaveable burritos, 
Brandy Ho’s could very well be the 
place, sfbg

Y J of drop biscuits in 

the drippins in the 
pan. They already of 
course had butter in them, but when 
they were done I halved them, but¬ 
tered them again, and dipped them 
in the chicken juice. I washed this 
down, and the chicken down, with 
an elegant French wine, straight from 
the bottle, and worried about one day 
dying in a plane crash. 

The thing about my cooking 
partner, Boink, is that he has a vision. 
Being all washed up, myself, and 
entirely out of original ideas (butter 
butter butter, chicken chicken chick¬ 
en, plane crash), I rely on Boink for 
inspiration in the kitchen. Meaning 
the whole alternative weekly world 
will now have to rely on him too. If 
ever a three-year-old could handle 
this kind of pressure, Boink is the 
man.

Bump(s) in the night 

Fear(s) of the Dark offers an animated 
omnibus of juvenile dread

In the new animated horror film 
Fear(s) of the Dark , artistic director 
Etienne Robial convened some of 
the most influential graphic art¬ 
ists of the modern era and dared 
them to respond to a simple ques¬ 
tion: “What scares you?” Working 
under minimum guidelines of time 
limit and color (monochrome was 
required), the selected comic and 
graphic novel artisans — including 
cartoonist Charles Burns, The New 
Yorker illustrator Blutch, British 
designer Richard McGuire, and 
others — produced highly personal 
vignettes that were woven into a 
Sigmund Freud-meets-William 
Gaines omnibus. But as with 
2006s celebrity smorgasbord Paris, 
je faime , the ambitious conceit of 
Robial’s film exceeds the individual 
contributions, which often drift 
into misguided forms of pop-psy¬ 
chology and self-conscious pleo¬ 
nasm. Never more terrifying than 
The Interpretation of Dreams, and 
never more enlightening than Tales 
from the Crypt , Fear(s) of the Dark is 


nonetheless an interesting exercise 
in atmosphere. 

Structured as a frame story of 
sorts, the film begins with a pack 
of four voracious hounds, tethered 
to a sadist, who set out across the 
countryside in search of blood. 
Positioned along the backdrop of 
this chase are four vignettes of hor¬ 
ror that center on popular phobias. 
The opener, created by Charles 
Burns, follows a social outcast 
whose childhood fascination with 
entomology comes to haunt him as 
a young man. When maladjusted 
student Eric finally meets the girl 
of his dreams, Laura, the creepy 
twitch of insects from his bed 
threatens to wreck his chances. 
Burns’ beautiful comic-book draw¬ 
ing style, a black and white relative 
to Lichtenstein’s panochrome cre¬ 
ations, perfectly captures the frenzy 
of young lovers destined for doom. 

The second tale, by far the most 
underdeveloped and least satisfy¬ 
ing, centers on a young Japanese 
girl possessed by an Edo samurai. 
Drawn in the fast-paced anime 
style, Marie Caillou and Romain 


Slocombe’s use of proleptic slip¬ 
pages — although common in the 
anime genre — are often more 
confusing than frightening and 
gives the sequence the overall sense 
of an abridged sketch. In contrast, 
Lorenzo Mattotti’s contribution is 
much more mysterious and subtle 
in tonality, using a less op-art form 
of shading and pencil strokes. His 
story focuses on a young boy whose 
town is terrorized by a nocturnal 
beast, a literal bete noire. When a 
school chum claims to know the 
monster’s location, he suddenly dis¬ 
appears and the boy joins a search 
party to slay whoever or whatever is 
responsible. 

The fourth vignette, contrib¬ 
uted by Richard McGuire, deserves 
special attention for its innovative 
use of silence and darkness to instill 
a particularly effective kind of hor¬ 
ror. A man stranded in the middle 
of a blizzard forces himself into 
a darkened house for shelter and 
finds a mysterious presence waiting 
for him. Forgoing the loquacious 
first person device used in other 
chapters of the film, McGuire 
explores the muted setting of the 
house itself, which may or may not 
have its own sinister character. The 
genius of McGuire’s piece rests in 
its celebration of the virtual and 
inanimate through mere suggestion 
— the creaking of the stairwell, the 


slamming of a door, the momen¬ 
tary pall of a silhouette. Inspired 
by the likes of James Whale’s The 
Old Dark House (1932) and Roman 
Polanksi’s The Tenant (1976), 
McGuire seems keenly aware that 
the trope of the haunted house is 
as indebted to the semiotics of the 
domestic as it is to the novelty of 
the transmundane. 

As the highlight of Fear(s) of 
the Dark , this final vignette actu¬ 
ally challenges many of the oedi- 
pal motifs that imbue the bulk 
of the film. The recurring use of 
first person confessional lends the 
vignettes in question a trademark 
French patina of Godardian psy¬ 
choanalysis a la King Lear without 
any real artistic consequence. In 
other words, Fear(sfs theoretical 
misstep lies in its linking phobia 
with strategies of therapy — decla¬ 
ration, repentance, and ultimately, 
resolution — the hallmarks of the 
“healthy” adult, not the fantasiz¬ 
ing child. Its redeeming beauty 
only arises when the collection 
of haunted scenarios aims for the 
viewer’s callow spine rather than his 
existential brain, sfbg

XXX-TANT LOVE 

Platonic buds Zack (Seth Rogen) 
and Miri (Elizabeth Banks) live 
together, are completely devoted to 
each other, and yet loudly maintain 
that they are just friends — until 
they decide to sleep together on 
camera to pay off their debts. Oh, 
and sleep with other actors too, 
because that’s what you do in a 
porno. Ah, nothing like white-hot 
jealousy to make a long-dormant 
heart start beating, eh? 

Zack and Miri Make a Porno, 
Kevin Smith’s latest, reminded me 
of his previous feature, 2006’s 
Clerks II. It elicited the exact same 
equally powerful, and seemingly 
contradictory, reactions. During the 
film’s first half, I guffawed at such 
moments as Zack and Miri’s discus¬ 
sion about sex toys for men versus 
those for women, during which Zack 
refers to his ability to pleasure him¬ 
self with the help of two Popsicle 
sticks and a rubber band, like “a 
filthy MacGyver.” But the off-color 
hilarity is all but buried by the film’s 
final third, which is full of typical 
romcom misunderstandings and 
mush. Writer-director Smith stands 
alone in his ability to create films 
that contain equal parts raunch and 
sap — and while Zack and Miri has 
a few shining moments, overall it 
never quite (ahem) comes together.

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PREVIEW The short films showcased at Independent Exposures 
wmm “Halloweird 2008” are mostly more bizarre than they are spooky, but 
that doesn’t mean they’re not holiday appropriate. There’s something deeply 
unsettling about many of the offerings, which offer a more lingering impres¬ 
sion than your standard scares. Loka “Tabernacle 2” is haunting precisely 
because we’re given so little of the overall picture. As the camera glides grace¬ 
fully alongside gorgeous violins, we find a glowing, floating man, with no 
explanation. By the Kiss is similarly devoid of context: a woman pressed against 
a wall greets a sequence of suitors who — quite literally — smother her with 
kisses. It’s hypnotizing but wholly unpleasant. Of course, with 17 films on the 
agenda, there are bound to be some clunkers: Mama , which features a ghoul¬ 
ish woman crying “mama” for two-and-a-half minutes, might be disturbing 
if it weren’t so annoying. Kaltes Klares Wasser is also overlong. But hey, “over- 
long” is a relative term here, and it’s worth zoning out for a few minutes to 
make it to the best films. Here, the real standouts are firmly planted in the 
comedy genre: Transrexia , a short but sweet stop-motion animation about a T- 
Rex’s love for a pterodactyl, and Fantaisie in Bubblewrap , in which individual 
Bubble Wrap bubbles are alive and rather chatty. That is, until they’re popped.

Christmas on Mars Christmas on Mars will play 
like Xmas morn for Flaming Lips fans: Wayne 
Coyne famously toiled for seven years making 
this truly bizarre and occasionally laugh- 
out-loud-funny, made-for-cult-viewing opus. 
Judging from the final product, the vocalist 
has a knack for a visceral visual, if not narra¬ 
tive. A truly strange hybrid of Solaris (1972) 
and Santa Claus Conquers the Martians (1964), 
a fusion of 2001: A Space Odyssey (1968) and 
Billy Nayer Show mastermind Cory McAbee’s 
The American Astronaut (2001), Christmas on 
Mars follows a not-so-merry band of outsider 
humanoids — centered on Major Syrtis (an 
evocatively hollow-eyed Steven Drozd of 
the Lips) — as they colonize Mars during the 
holidays. The low oxygen is doing a number on 
their heads — as well as the audience’s, who 
will have trouble following the storyline and 
making sense of the imagery. There’s a 2001- 
style Christ-like infant, a Santa gone suicidal, 
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an incubating girl in a bubble, Coyne as an 
alien with phallic antennae, a crazily cuss¬ 
ing cabin-feverish crew, and a vaginal-faced 
marching band from “Hitler’s high school,” as 
perturbed shrink Adam Goldberg puts it. Face 
it, vulva head, it’s a journey straight into the 
Flaming Lips frontman’s delightfully fractured 
cranium — as senseless and entertaining as 
the band’s show with just as many pop eye 
candy and surrealistic tangents. Aficionados 
will surely dub it a blast, though friends of 
fans will likely cross their arms and wag their 
noggins in defeat. (1:25) Roxie. (Chun) 
Delwende SFFS Screen presents this drama 
about a woman from Burkina Faso determined 
to clear her mother of accusations of witch¬ 
craft. (1:30) Sundance Kabuki.. 

Eden Lake In this British horror import, a 
young couple takes revenge on youths who 
terrorize them on a camping trip. (1:46)

Fear(s) of the Dark See “Bump(s) in the 
Night.” (1:20) Embarcadero, Shattuck. 
Hounddog One of the dumbest recent manu¬ 
factured controversies was the right wing 
uproar over this “Dakota Fanning rape film” 
after its Sundance premiere —apparently 
the mere depiction of child sexual assault 
is too offensive for some, no matter how 
denunciatory or non-graphic. But Hounddog’ s 
problem isn’t that it’s exploitative (it’s not). 
The problem is it’s tairrrrrrrrrabul. Fanning 
plays Lewellen, a pubescent in the late 1950s 
rural South, living in a shack with her oft- 
drunken, abusive, and absent father (David 
Morse). Grandma keeps talking about immi¬ 
nent “growin’ up evils.” Since she’s played 
by Piper Laurie, one expects she’ll add “I 
can see yer dirty pillows!” at any moment. 

That lady of perpetual sorrow, Robin Wright 
Penn, is daddy’s new girlfriend-cum-punch- 
ing bag, wilting about in a slip and black eye. 
Then there’s the old black bluesman-sha- 
man-snakehandler (Afemo Omilami) who’s 
Lewellen’s most saintly advocate, and can’t 
open his mouth without a soulful life wisdom 
plopping out. The girl wants to be the female 
Elvis, and because this coming-of-age, “loss of 
innocence” tale is ultimately about girl power, 
the movie believes she’s got a shot at it. (You 
won’t, not after the first time Dakota trills 
and gyrates. Or the 12th.) Complete with slide 
guitar and wordlessly wailing blues mama on 
the soundtrack, Deborah Kampmeier’s meller- 
drammer is just about the most preposterous 
assembly of deep-fried Southern Gothic cli¬ 
ches since 1967’s Shanty Tramp. Her direction 
is better than her script, which only means 
Hounddog plays too slow and solemn to be 
an instant camp classic. Give it some time to 
ripen and rot, however, and it will be. (1:33)

rji I’ve Loved You So Long In praise of the 
— French appreciation of older women: 
Hollywood all too often discards ladies once 
they’ve reached a certain sell-by date, but 
as director Philippe Claudel demonstrates, 
women’s stories — and actresses —are fully 
capable of transcending a kiddie-dominated 
cinematic marketplace. He seems to be daring 
the audience to turn away from I’ve Loved You 
So Long’s powerful performances, and the 
equally compelling tale of a long-incarcerated 
doctor (Kristin Scott Thomas) convicted of 
murdering her son and now out of prison. She 
gradually assimilates back into society with 
the help of her sister Lea (Elsa Zylberstein). 
Watching the rough yet protective and iso¬ 
lating ice gradually thaw behind Thomas’ 
patrician features is only one of the pleasures 
of this gracefully wrought, ever-so-slightly- 
noirish portrait of a woman wronged. (1:57)

world’s first romantic comedy with an out¬ 
sourcing theme.

Tru Loved A teenager moves with her lesbian 
moms from San Francisco to conservative 
SoCal, where she befriends her new school’s 
(closeted) football hero.

rji Appaloosa Directed by star Ed Harris (he 
— also cowrote the screenplay, adapted 
from Robert B. Parker’s novel), this bare- 
bones oater eschews the neo-Western trend 
with its tale of gunslingers Virgil (Harris) and 
Everett (Viggo Mortensen) hired to tidy up a 
town terrorized by the Wild West equivalent 
of a mob boss (Jeremy Irons). The particularly 
witty script is a nice surprise; as the stranger 
who blows into town with no purpose other 
than creating conflict, Renee Zellweger’s 
character becomes slightly more tolerable 
when it’s revealed she’s not nearly as prim 
as she pretends to be. Despite its hetero¬ 
romantic subplot, Appaloosa is a bromance at 
its core, with the eight-gauge shotgun totin’ 


Everett backing up Virgil, even when Virgil 
goes a little cray-cray, frontier-style. Horses, 
shootouts, saloon face-offs, trains, desolate 
landscapes, taciturn menfolk with carefully 
crafted moustaches — all are here in spades.

Beverly Hills Chihuahua If you’re like me, 
you’ve had that song from the Beverly Hills 
Chihuahua trailer playing on a loop in your 
head for months. God help you if you’re like 
me. Turns out the movie itself is exactly what 
you’d expect —talking dogs in peril, dubious 
racial politics, and enough cringe-worthy 
puns to delight the whole family. Chloe is your 
typical Beverly Hills chihuahua — think Paris 
Hilton’s Tinkerbell — until she gets lost in 
Mexico. Hot on her trail are humans Rachel 
and Sam, lovestruck chihuahua Papi, and an 
evil dog-fighting ring. It’s a little like Disney 
meets Amores Perros. The actors, both live 
action and voice, are kind enough to give their 
all, though it’s a bit disheartening to watch 
Jamie Lee Curtis get a chihuahua tongue bath. 
In the end, there are few surprises. Anyone 
who experienced involuntary toe-tapping 
during the trailer will likely be amused by 
the film’s mix of genuine excitement and 
low-brow humor. Can you feel the groove?

Body of Lies Body of Lies director Ridley Scott 
likely felt a bit queasy when he glimpsed 
the opening and closing shots of the Coens’ 
misanthropic lampoon of CIA skullduggery, 
Burn After Reading: this straight-faced 
action-flick take on US Intelligence opera¬ 
tives closes with an almost identical Google 
Earth-style image. Though the humor isn’t 
quite as broad, Scott’s agents are ultimately 
no less bumbling, even when at the service of 
slightly better intentions, in the invigoratingly 
paced Body of Lies. Roger Ferris (Leonardo 
DiCaprio) appears to be the best and the 
brightest that the Company can, ahem, offer 
to the Middle East: he’s an aggressive self¬ 
starter even when he’s visually tethered by 
remote spy plane to his boss Ed Hoffman 
(Russell Crowe, who plays his string-pull¬ 
ing character’s DC-‘burb existence for all its 
humorous, banal absurdity, as if, rather than 
masterminding faux US military base bomb¬ 
ings, he were the most mundane at-home dad 
with a permanent Bluetooth implant and an 
itchy channel-changer finger). Ferris is flu¬ 
ent in the region’s language and culture and 
interested in being tutored in, say, the subtler 
moves of the Jordanian intelligence, headed 
by the smooth Hani (Mark Strong). Too bad 
the rising star’s native coworkers inevitably 
end up eating it in his quest to capture a bin 
Laden-like terror honcho. Scott riddles Body 
of Lies with visceral details (a la the moment 
when Ferris digs a bone fragment of a friend 
out of his wound) and, in remaining true to his 
material, thankfully spares us the melodra¬ 
matic overkill and judgment while unspooling 
the deadly fumbles and major ethical lapses 
that even talents like Ferris are capable of. 
Still, that sense of detachment — even while 
telescoping in on crucial details — leaves one 
feeling removed from the operations-gone- 
wrong, even if these agents’ general lack of 
success in almost everything except creating 
unrest will leave some viewers with dust in 
their mouths.

Changeling Not to be confused with the great, 
George C. Scott-starring gothic horror The 
Changeling, Changeling is a horror movie of 
another sort. At turns as old-fashioned a sto¬ 
rytelling exercise as the era in which it’s set 
(love those 1920s cloche hats!) and drenched 
in grisly violence even more dismaying than 
Angelina Jolie’s distractingly crimson lips, the 
film is a curious mix of classic and modern. 

As the single-mom heroine confronting a 
cartoonishly corrupt LAPD, Jolie is all pluck 
and baggy-eyed vulnerability. She may hit 
every beat, but the result feels sterile (the 
lurching screenplay by TV scribe J. Michael 
Straczynski doesn’t do her any favors). 
Director Clint Eastwood has crafted some of 
the most affecting character-based drama 
in recent memory (and wrung Oscars out of 
his casts), but here his deadpan style and 
emotional depth are lost to heavy plot machi¬ 
nations and period nostalgia. Changeling isn’t 
a bad movie, per se; it’s just heartbreakingly 
average. Considering it was helmed by such a 
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masterful filmmaker, that may be the great¬ 
est, most mundane horror of them all. (2:20)

High School Musical 3: Senior Year It’s safe 
to say the future of the American musical 
doesn’t rest on the shoulders of Zac Efron 
and Vanessa Hudgens, but that doesn’t mean 
they can’t provide a charming diversion in the 
meantime. The teen stars (and real-life cou¬ 
ple) reprise their roles as Troy and Gabriella in 
the third installment of Disney’s OMG-status 
High School Musical franchise. Because this 
is the series’ first big-screen venture, the 
production is glossier and — believe it or not 
— the plot is more complex. After all, this 
is Senior Year : the film reflects the very real 
concerns of young people discovering high 
school doesn’t last forever. With the stakes 
raised, all the toe-tappin’ musical numbers 
prove even more satisfying than in the first 
two films. Still, it’s worth asking — is HSM 3 
actually good? Let’s put it this way: the movie 
is cheesy, largely artificial, and sometimes 
hard to swallow. But then, so is Easy Mac, and 
that doesn’t stop us from stuffing our faces 
with it.

Max Payne First there was the vaguely 
dumb misfire Shooter (2007). Then M. Night 
Shyamalan’s summer bomb, The Happening, 
happened. And let’s not even get into the 
bizarre rants against Andy Samberg’s for¬ 
gettable “Marky Mark” Saturday Night Live 
parody. (Lighten up already, guy. It was a 
joke.) With his titular turn as rogue cop Max 
Payne, Mark Wahlberg seems hell bent on 
destroying any shred of artistic and critical 
respectability left over from his giddy, bra¬ 
vura turn in The Departed (2006). Combining 
a generic revenge tale with a heady dose of 
Norse mysticism and corporate skullduggery, 
the film is a noirish tribute to Big Ideas ren¬ 
dered illogically by small minds. Sure, some 
of it looks cool (it’s based on a pioneering 
video game), but all the hallucinatory demons 
and CG snow in the world can’t make up for 
the fact that baddie Beau Bridges’ ginormous 
eyebrows are more charismatic than his be- 
muscled costar’s doped-up delivery. Predicted 
career trajectory: Wahlberg briefly redeems 
himself with Peter Jackson’s adaptation of The 
Lovely Bones (due next year) and then follows 
it up with Rock Star 2. (1:40) 1000 Van Ness.

Pride and Glory Pride and glory, ladies and 
gentleman. You’ll be getting your money’s 
worth on this one. Cast presumptuously with 
actors of real gravity (you can almost see 
the scenery bend under the conspicuous 
adeptness of Edward Norton, Colin Farrell, 
and Jon Voight), what we’ve got here is the 
most generic of cop-dynasty dramas, the kind 
where loyalty and honor (no doubt a runner- 
up for the title) pull a good officer in oppos¬ 
ing directions. It seems there’s this crooked 
cop (Farrell, aging gracefully into Anthony 
LaPaglia), who is the brother-in-law of a good 
cop (Norton), who’s investigating some relat¬ 
ed fishiness and who lives on a dreary boat, 
and who is the son of an alcoholic cop (Voight) 
who likes loyalty, who has another cop son 
who has a dying wife, who is sad. Director 
and co-screenwriter Gavin O’Connor knows 
his movie is hokey and so hedges with an 
easiness of sadism that hasn’t been earned. 
Nothing much has been earned here — there’s 
just a lot of old tropes with no reason to exist.

The Secret Life of Bees For every moment 
of genuine poignancy in The Secret Life of 
Bees, there’s another to drag this film down 
into well-trodden melodrama territory. One 
notable offender: young Lily Owens (Dakota 
Fanning) throws glass jars of honey against 
the wall while screaming, “I hate you, I hate 
you, I hate you! Why didn’t you love me?” 
Despite the best intentions of an exceptional 


Based on 
the book by Sue Monk Kidd, Bees follows 
Lily as she escapes from her abusive father 
and seeks refuge with the honey-making 
Boatwright sisters: surrogate matriarch 
August (Queen Latifah), snooty June (Alicia 
Keys), and troubled May (Sophie Okonedo). 

To their credit, the performances are layered 
and sincere, and they go a long way toward 
producing a halfway decent film. In the end, 
though, they just can’t overcome the sac¬ 
charine script, dripping with treacly platitudes 
and one too many metaphors about bees.

I pondered the many long-necked and flex¬ 
ible G-spotter devices, all of which look 
uncomfortably medical but most of which 
work pretty well — or so say the reviews — 
but eh, I couldn’t see how even adjusting the 
ergonomics was really going to do it for you. 
There’s still a smallish handle or base, and 
you’re still going to end up with the same 
old problem, or close enough. Same goes 
for the complicated in-and-out-and-round- 
and-round numbers (the Rabbit Pearl and its 
successors in faux-discretion, the oscillating 
wombats and so on). They do some of the 
work for you, but you still have to hang on. 
No, the answer for you, I think, was avail¬ 
able all along on the very same site where 
you found your well-meaning, if finally dis¬ 
appointing, current squeeze, Mr. G. They 
are dual stimulation devices with names like 


the Rock Chick (you insert it and you ... 
rock) and the Snugglepuss. They stay in and 
leave your hands free to do whatever they 
need to do, whether it’s make shadow-pup- 
pets or do a Liza Minnelli impersonation or 
clutch your heart and go “Oh God oh God 
oh God.” Whatever. The important part is, 
they do the G thing without your having 
to do any pumping. Of course it’s always 
possible that even as loyal and steadfast a 
companion as the Snugglofugus is, it might 
let you down — but there’s a good chance it 
won’t. Open your heart and let yourself love 
again. 

Of course, should you have tons of 
money and no compunctions about toss¬ 
ing demi-tons of it at a matter of personal 
consequence but no world-shaking import, 
there are always ride-on sex machines 
like the original, the Sybian (look it up at 
en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Sybian).
